"Opportunity should be allowed for a thorough 
and sifting oross-examlnatlon whloh should 
be neither unduly restrloted nor abridged. 

The denial of a fair latitude in oross- 
examlnatlon la a denial of a substantial 
right And a withdrawal of one of the safe¬ 
guards essential to a fair trial. It Is, 
therefore, generally held that a wide range 
of eross-examlnatloa Is permissible and 
that wide or great latitude is allowed, 
espeolally In capital oases. The oourt 
should newer Interpose exoept where there 
Is a manifest abuse of that right, but 
should extend rather than restrict the right 
of oross-txamlnation as to faots In issue 
or relewant to the Issue.

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"In some oaces the rule la stated with 
leas latitude. It is said th't at least 
a reasonable cross-examination le permis¬ 
sible. Indeed, the right of reasonable 
oross-sxeftlnntlon by leading question* Is 
absolute.

We arrived in Oauffrlng on the Lech River 
after having traveled partly on foot and Partly by train, 
we oould not remain there for long, and left Oauffrlng 
on April 8, 1945, and on April IS, 1946, after foot- 
marches and traveling by train ve arrived in Landau on 
the Xs&r River. 1 lived there with those thouaand 
prisoners with whom i had left floaeenberg. 

Did you ever know a prisoner by the name of 
Sllverherg? 

A No.

One evening the prieonero returned from the airport 
where they had worked and I had the duty of a euperwleor 
•0 that the dlatrlbutlon of food oould be handled without 
difficulty. When I went to the kitchen, which wae in 
one of these round dirt shnoke ae 1 have deaorlbed before, 
Z saw a alok Jew. Re oalled me and he said, "Block 
Eldest, I didn't get any food yet.* But I knew that 
thr<t wasn't oorreot because the medical personnel had 
to take the food t.o the sink people. I said, "Who else 
is sleeping with you in your room?" He mentioned about 
six names to me and among these, Sllverberg, Z then 
looked for those prisoners who were sleeping An hie 
rout end Z asked who had gotten this food for this aan. 
After a brief back and forth, Z found out that Sllverberg 
reoelved this man's food from the kltohen. 1 then yelled 
at ailwerberg and then 1 told him, *0et going, you dogl*

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from the kltohen and eat down and waited until he had 
finished It. On April 28—It oould have been also the 
27th, I'm not quite sure about that—when we marched 
off when we had to leave the earn because of the appromoh- 
ing Americans, ve all were In formation ready to maroh 
off. everyone had received half a loaf of bread and 
about a liter of bread soup; the elolr*prlsonera had been 
oolleoted because they were to be driven off by oar. 
whether one of the prisoners had beon forgotten, I 
don't .enow, but there was a sick prisoner lying under a 
tree and you oould say that he was in agony (indicating)• 
There was a big pile of bread for the people who were to 
march off. Z eaw the slofc man at the same time and aav 
thr.t he did not have any food.

that those men were traitors. I only know this from 
hearsay, but they were sent there as guinea pigs. X 
have described the two oases of Havensbrueok. There 
was another nan yet, the hunchbacked Hutterer from 
Austria. He was sent to Daohau and I know this cast 
exactly because I was sent there to be a guinea pig 
also. Those are oases during which I was present, 
oases that happened to me. And 1 oan say 1 know my 
sixteen former fellow prisoners and there is no killer 
present among then. If I knew there was I would be 
truthful about it and say so. I could never atand oapoa 
or block eldests who would oommlt such violation* and 
that's why I would be beaten ud regularly in other 
camps or In the camps that I was in.

A In the prison courtyard*

about two hours* The truoks didn't move and we were 
told not to leave these truoks and we were also told 
that we could not leave the oamp because of danger of 
low flying aircraft. 

Q Well when you were finally removed, please ’ 
describe very briefly your trip away* 
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A We than left Flossenburg and arrived at tha 
next village which eocording to my memory waa Float• 

In Float we had to atop becauae our truck could not 
make the hill* We remained there for about an hour. 
Then a cloaed prison oar arrived and we were told to 
enter thla oar with only that what we had in our 
handa. Our other luggage would be brought along aa 
aoon aa the ear had bean repalrad. About 80 of ua had 
to antar thla cloaed In prlaon oar. We were then left 
In It for three houra until we arrived In Dachau, 
lntarruptad only by ehort Intervals durin; which we 
were allowed to get so-e elr. when there waa an air 
attaok wa war# loeked into these oara and the guards 
took oovar to the right and laft In the dltohaa and 
bushes. Way I‘ oorreet myself — not when there was an 
air attaok, only whan dangar of an air attaok existed. 
We were not attacked.

X could 
not In any conscience grant several thlngt to these 
Gauleiters* 

Added to this there sere several measures X had. 
taken on my part. It was partly support of sevaral 
J»t/i3h friends of mine whom I had known In former 
tires. 

Added to this, th».t T succeeded with tho Fuehrer 
that a atop vna put to the persecution of Catholic 
nurv.orlee and the church. All this material and lota 
more was brought agatns* me and wna probably broujht 
to the Fuehrer against ne now that Italy had capitulated 
and my protection from the outside vrac ~or»e. 

Add to this else that I have told Hitler quite 
often mj frank opinion about the cutter political 
thlri £3 and innor political th‘r>ge. T never passed up 
any opportunity to warn him about dangers that were 
coming over the horlaon. Unfortunately many of my 
(Frinoe Philipp - Direct) 
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predictions cam© true and that is why T was probably 
looked upon as a traitor in th® Fuehrer*s eyes. I 
think those were the main reasons. T had the confirma¬ 
tion of this when I was together with leading Party 
men in Mondorf.

Q Than tha oourt understands that both the camp co mmen der 
and tha adjutant participated in this beating? 

A Yes. 

Q 'that mas the nature of this beating? 

A 1 mas beaten with hands and kicked with feet. 

Q /are you knocked out at that tine, knocked down? 

A 1 mas aadc so weak and paralysed by the blame which I got 
on my face that I fell down on the ground. 

•4 Can you tell the court of any reasons for ft.la action on 
the part of the samp oonmonder or the adjutant? 

A Yes, 

Q Nhat was the cause of it? 

A 1 said at the beginning that 1 was ruled from tits outside 
Camp Krondorf into dudetenlaud because of an order which Commander 
Koegel issued and when 1 was in his room with him he asked me whether 
1 would finally rseegnias national! an and whether I would accept the 
mess and It came out that I was auppojed to be dent to an S3 unit in 
Dillswances. 
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It wasn't so easy for ms to rsfuas it and for that reason I 
referred to the certificate from the uruy which excluded me 
from the army and when I hod that he started using terrible 
uoolding words, such as, "You old pig of a Communistj you old 
dog of heaven; you oundlt with repeated offenses, you still 
haven't learned what it means to obey." And then the beating 
started which lasted around ten to fifteen minutes*

Q Helative to this 3d unit that you wera to bs tmnaferred 
to, where were they located? \ * 

A As far as I know this unit had fought in I’olaiid and 
later on I know for certain it fought in Russia with t^e 
Partisans and they had burned down everything that (jot'in'their 
road. The 33 unit Dillewanger was notorious, was wall l^oau 

Q Than the court understands that it was an 33 combat 
unit, is that correct? 

A Tee. (y 

•1 Now you mentioned further tiiat you were sent to 
Floaaenburg due to labor sabotage? 

A Yes. 

<4 Can you give the court any aora information relative to 
that statement? 

A Yes. In 1939 the worfc commitment office in Berlin was 
after me and wanted ms to work in an armament factory because 1 
was a skilled handworker. 1 was an expert lootcsmith. X was sent 
to an armament factory and I had to build small cranes of five to 
twenty tons and because the manager of the jlant saw that I did 
ms work well he wanted to ;ut me in a department where hand 
grenade valves were mads. I didn't like this work any acre 
and 1 didn't go there any mors anu thereupon I was asked to 
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appear before the director of the plant and he jointed out 
to nie that it was uniorthy of a German in time of ear not to 
want to work. And after that 1 was a.reati^ for the first 
time in Ho ember 1939* The first place X went to waa Liahter- 
fold in Berlin and after X had been there aoout eight to nine 
weeks 1 cane to the concentration camp in wichsenhausen. 1 
was there for f *ur months, then I cane to iiavenebrueok. I 
arrived in ?lossenbur£ for the firet time in 1941 and in the 
same year, 1941, I was salt buck to Ravenabrusc< and was 
released from .Javenabrueo.; in Uaroh 1942. 

0 ?rhat waa your aain reason for not wan tint; to take 
this pooition or Job In the grenade factory? 

K In my dumb way of thinking I wasn't in favor of the 
w»r and X didn't share the political thoughts of Adolf Hitler. 

Q The court deoires to dear up this matter of the 
location of these various camps, such as Ganacksr and Landau 
and the administration of thess camps. Now Just where was this 
Camp Ganacker located? 

A The Camp Gamcker was located on the airfield. The 
prisoners who worked there were <iuurtered in a hunper. This Camp 
Ganacker /suet have been located ten or fifteen kiiuaet.ers away 
from the city of Landau as far as 1 coui.d see and according to 
that the camp where I was staying oust have been located fifteen 
to. twenty kilometers away frot the oit. of landau. 

Q AtV refer nee to the nir-strip then in your testimony ie 
really referring to Camp Qanaoker, is that correct?

Q Io« atated that you war* raieaeed from the concentration 
oamp la March 1943) than you were rearreatod later* Why were you 
eent a eeeond tine to the eanaontratlon eemp? 

A 1 waan't releaeed In 1943. I wae relaaaed from Barane- 
bxmeek in Mareh 1942. 

Q than dy were you rearreatod? 

A When I wae beta* releaeed X got the order from the 
commander of Baranabmeok at that time who wae Max Koegel to 
raport to the room of the Oeetepo in Berlin, Alaxanderplata. 

X wmt thare inaedlataly end the Oeetapo offleial who wae there 
explained ay mi salon to no end he said it about like thlet "Ybe 
pig, yea don't want to work. Do you at least have a ny daeire to 
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ba a secret agent?" And I was ouppoBsd to go into tha largest 
fipaa in Berlin md denounce Osmans and foreigners who worked 
there and who said discriminatory things against tha government 
of tha country. Tha moat important thing that was druraaed into 
my head was that I should report how the people talked about food 
and their rations. For tha time being 1 had no choice. 1 said, 

"las" and "Amen" to everything ao that I could ’at home as quickly 
as possible. I ju3t couldn’t make a go of it and eix weeks later 
I waa arrested again. 

Q Now getting back to the two camps, Camp Landau and Camp 
Oanacker,, was thsre railroad ssrvlos in tha Camp QanackerT 

A Triers was a small field railroad built on the air-strip 
in Qsmacksr. The passenger railroad went past ray camp. 

Q Than there was a milroad service into Camp Landau? 

A The railroad didn't go into the camp directly. Tha 
railroad went poet the camp at the end of tile forest. 

Q What I’d like to know,was it possible to get food • 
supplies and provisions from the railroad into Landau or were they un¬ 
loaded at Camp Qanackpr? 

A I don't snow whether any food waa transported on the 
railroad. I only know that a truck loaded with food often came 
into ray camp at Landau from the air force squadron located in 
Oanacksr^ .

4. And approximately what was the strength in 
January 1942? 

A I don't know that. I wasn't there then. 

Q '43?

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A When I came there It was 4,000 December '43* 

Q, And how many kettles approximately of soup 
were prepared, for the prisoners In April 1945? 

A How many kettleo of food were prepared? 

I don’t know exactly how many were there In April ’45. 

I believe there were 10 to 11 thousand. 

Q, Ten to 11 thousand kettles of soup were pre¬ 
pared. Is that correct for the prisoners for one meal? 

A Ho, that was the strength of the camp. 

Q Hell, approximately how many kettles of soup 
were prepared for that strength of the camp? 

A I will have to figure it out first. I don't 
know exactly. It was figured out like thiat Prom a 
kettle of 48 liters 40 people reoelved their food.

A I don't know the exact food rations* 

Q Give your best Judgement to the court please. 

A It was like thlsi We had to prepare the 
food according to a very strict menu. Thw meat would 
bo weighed and according to the card files which we 
kept avery gram of It had to be accounted for. 

(J Just answer my question please. Did you 
understand it? How many kilograms of meat were used 
In the preparation of the soup for any one day in 
January 1945? 

A That all depended on the number of people 
for whom the food had to be prepared. That waa 
weighed exactly accurately. For example, as far aa 
I remember for each person there would be 14 grama of 
meat for a normal user at noon and for workers 80 grama, 
and that would be cooked for the strength of the camp*

A How many kilograms of flour?

A I don't know that any more exaotly. 

Q I want your best Judgement. 

A I believe at noon It was around four or five 
hundred grams. I don't know exaotly but as far as I 1 
remember It would be four or five hundred grams 
potatoes. 

Q In January 1946 approximately how many 
kettles did you have In the kltehenf 

A Eight oontaln’ng 1.000 and two containing 

800. 


U And how many kettles did you have there In 
the kltohen that were used to distribute the food eaoh 
day in January 1946T 
A AH of them. 

(Bergmueller - Cross) 












Q And how many was all of them? 

A All were used for cooking the food. The 
food was oooked In all the kettles. 

Q I am not talking about the k-ttles that the 
food was oooked In. I am talking about the kettles 
that the food was distributed in* 

A I believe there were 300 kettles there. 

There were 300 kettles containing 50 liters each and 
they were the kettles which were used for distributing 
the food In the blooks. 

PROSBCtJTIONj No further questions. 

PRESIDENT* Redlreot? 

PROSECRTIONt Just one second. X have one other 
matter I would like to ask about. 

QU STXONS 3Y P"OfECUTICT? (CORTD) 

Q You stated that the food was inspected 
dolly by someone from the medical department of the 
cnmp. *8 that correot? 

A Yes. 

Q Now Just describe to the court the manner 
in which this inspection was carried out. 

A The dddtor came into the kitchen and called 
for some fcod snd tasted It, and then wrote down hla 
verdict over the food, his diagnosis of the food in 
the kitchen book which was kept In the kitchen and 
filled out dally. 

Q And In what form would that verdict be written? 

A In the kitchen book the entire rations, tha 

amounts, ih at the rations consisted of were put In 
this book, and then the one who had tested the food,,

MR. MAC KAYt If it please the court, I object to 
this spectator making comments.

PRESIDENTi Reporter, will you read the last 
question and answer please. 

(.Vhereupon the question and answer were read 
by the reporter.) 

DH. WACKLRt I am asking whether there was an 
error here, whether the witness said they wrote these 
markings down or the one wno made the check wrote it 
down. 

PROSECUTION! May it please the oourt, I suggest 
that Dr. Waoker be Instructed if there is any crlticim 
with raspeet to the translation that is made, that he 
objeot to it and let the oourt make his oorrsctlons In 
aoeordsnoe with his objections. I think that that Is 
ths usual procedure before this oourt, and I suggest

DR. WACKERi I oould of oourse do it with an''

PRESIDENT! The court feels that a challenge to 
the interpretation is sufficient as far as that is 
(Bergmueller - Cross)

doctor way not feel the matter la of enough Irrportanoe 
to put it In the form of an objection, but la sufficient 
for the court to authorise him to ohall nge it. Dr. 
Waoker, state your case* 

DR. PACKER* I will have to make a formal objection 
to the translation. The witness said that the doctor 
or the commander of the camp or whoever was making the 
inspection put in notations In the book and since I 
heard the next translation I don't know whether that 
was said or not. May I say one other thlr\>;. A ‘he way 
I understood the last Interpretation of the remarks of 
the witness I understand it to Thean that the people who 
were in the kitchen wore the ones who put the mark in 
the book and that would be wrong. 

PRESIDENT* ould youread that again? 

(Whereupon the last question and answer were 
read b the reoorter.) 

PRESIDENT* Will the prosecutor straighten this • 
matter out with some additional question. Is that 
satisfactory with you, Dr. Packer? 

DR. *ACkER* Yes. 

PRESIDENT* There is some confusion sbout it 
and the court feels that would be the easiest method 
to straighten that out. If you are not satisfied after 
the efforts on the part of the proseoutor, we will 
give you an additional chance to carry on. 

QUESTIONS BY PROSECUTION (CONTD) 

Q AH right. Now I believe you stated that 
someone from the medtoel department lnsoected the food 
daily. It that eorreot? 

(Bergmueller - Croat) 
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Yea. 

And who was It that would make these entries 
oonoernln the Inspections that were made of the food? 

A The party In question who had tasted the 

food, the doctor or the commander of the camp. 

Q And the only language that they ever used 
to your knowledge concerning the prisoner's food waa 
either good or very good.

PROSECUTION! No further questions. 

PRESIDE - *:!! Redirect, Dr. Wacker. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
QUtSTIOKS DY DR. WACKER! 

Q Did any fat get Into the soup? 

. A Yes, I forgot to say that. 

Q How muoh per prisoner? 

A Ten grama* Ten grama or eight grama 
according bo what was ordered on the menu. I can it 
remember those details today. 

PRESIDENT! «r. Vac Kay, anything further? 

MR. MAC KAYi Nothing further. Sir. 

PRESIDE!^ Recrose? 

PROSECUTION! Nothin^ further. 

PRESIDENT: Questions by members of the court? 

EXAMINATION DY T <E COURT 
QUESTIONS 3Y LAW M .MDERt 

Q What ever happened to that book in which 
theaa entries were made if you know? 

A That stayed up there -- all of them.

Q And they actually tasted the food, did they?

Q How often did they get around? 

A As I figured out there waa someone there 
every day, eo>"etimes two on one day. Perhaps the 
dootor would be there together with the adjutant of 
the oamp or the oorrar.ander of the camp,- 

Q Did you aotually have an officer in oharga 
of that particular mesa? 

A An administrative leader.- 

C Was he an officer? 

A Yes, a captain. 

v< Hon often did he get around to inspect the 

meas? 

A He was there every day, axcapt for holidays 
and Sundays and when he was off on bualneaa trips.* Other¬ 
wise he would be there every day. He would examine 
the food carefully, taete it and check sanitary 
conditions.- 
(Bergaueller - Court) 
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PRESIDENT* Any further questions by members of 
the court? 

QUESTIONS BY LAW Hi-MSERi 

Q Is it reasonable to assume that in making 
routine inspections that only the adjectives good, 
very good and and excellent were used and not the word 
very poor or fair. 

PRESIDENT t What was the answer? 

INTERPRETER* No, answer. Sir. 

A I didn't understand the question. 

(Whereupon the question was repeated In German.) 

A The people could have written -- the person 
in question could have written anything else just as' 
well. I don't have any influence in that matter* 

None of us could have any influence on them. None of 
ua could raise his voice. It wasn't our business, it 
was the business of the person In question who was 
making the examination.

Q Was the mess ever marked poor or unsatis¬ 
factory on any particular day by *ny these 
Inspectors? 

A No. 

PRESIDENT* Any further questions by members of 
the court?

Q As I understand it you were assistant mass 
sergeant. Is that true? 

A Whether I woe assistant mess sergeant, no. 

Q What were your duties there in the kitchen? 

A I helped with the cooking and serving. There 


were 30 men there. 
(Bergmuellei* - Court) 
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Q Did you feed any prisoners In your kltchsnT 

A No, that is, no one except the aotual per* 

sonnel there. 

Q Did you ever see any of tho prisoners served 
at mealtime? 

A I was there myself usually. 

Q Where? You mean at the place where they 
were served? 

A Yes. The strength reports arrived from the 
different wortyc units and from the blocks and according 
to these reports the food was put Into corresponding 
kettles for the people. 

Q And when the food was dished out to the 
prisoners were you present there at that time? 

A No. 

Q Then you don*t aetually know what the 
prisoners got, do you? 

A Thoy came and got the food from the kltohen 
and as far as we were ooncerned the case was dosed 
then.

profession they had, but as to how Industrious they were* For 
Instance, If a aheemaker was sent Into the hall as a riveter 
and was store Industrious than a toolmaker, the shoemaker would 
be classified as "A", while the professional toolmaker would 
not be* 

Q In what form was this pay paid? 

A In coupons* 

Q Did you have anything to do with the aotual pay¬ 

ment of the money eaoh month? 

A In one way, yes* 

Q Explain that* 

A The SS official — I don't remember his rank any 

more — I believe he was a Staff Sergeant or a Sergeant — I 
oan't remember now — would oome Into the hall with Stifflinger 
and Kueffner* I would have the pay list In my hand* He would 
oall the prisoners by their number, because the list had been 
made up by the numbers, and to the prisoner hand over his twelve 
or eighteen marks, whatever It was, to him* Or, for instance, 
if a prisoner was in the hospital or convalescent block, or 
sick, and was not present, I would have to report that, and ho 
would not reoelve his pay, because it would only be handed to 
him personally* Of course, I had to see to it that the respec¬ 
tive prisoner would receive his money afterwards, and mostly

At first he re* 
fused to answer* Then I took some more Russians, took hla Into 
the warehouse, and counted 25 on his buttocks* Then I reported 
him to the obereapo, Wlttmann, and next day he was transferred 
to an outside eamp* 

Q Will you explain to the court Just what means you 

used In administering beatlngr to prisoners for disciplinary 


A As mentioned, mostly the hand, exoept for thoas 

oasea I have just mentioned. Actually, Z had my group leaders 
for that to take the work off my hands, so that I only had to 
suporrlso the hall and see If everyone was working. My group 
loaders would teaoh the new people who entered the hall. I also 
worked myself, and hero I will have to mention a case ooneerm- 
ing the Commandant, Koegel, 

Q Explain that, 

A Koegel always entered the Messerschmitt works un¬ 

expectedly end unannounced. He did that so the factory manager, 
Schubert, would not know anything about it. But if the work 
manager, Schubert, found out that Koegel and Baumgartner, or 
elee some visitors, would cone Into the Messersehmltt faotory, 
we also heard about It . And to avoid that, he always eame not 
having been announced previously. At one time I was In Takt 5 
working when the Commandant entered the hall. They evidently 
didn't see me. At any rate, they were looking for me and found 
me after a half hour later. When they found me I eame down 
(Kauser-direot) 
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from mj Takt and made the report, as I always had to do when 
offloers oame through -- how many people were working, and 
what kind of work was being done. And after I did that, the 
Cemmandant beat me up good and proper. He said, "No oapo 
g should work here, he should supervise the work, beeause if one 
of the oapos works, he oannot supervise, and then the others 
beeome lasy," When I teld him the oapo would have to set a 
good example, I reeeived some more blows in the faoe. The 
same thing was with the report leader, Kuebler, Re oauie into 
the hall at all times of the day, 

Q What would happen when Kuebler oame into the hallt 

A When Kuebler oame into the hall, all prisoners 

worked, beoause he was feared by everyone. He was a beetle -• 
a beast, I can’t imagine any S3 sian worse than Kuebler, Swan 
the detail leaders, as well as the faotory manager, Schubert, 
had to be careful and oauticus when he was around, 

Q Will you explain to the oourt just what method

Russian capo with no—a Russian prisoner of war—X don't know his 
naao any mar*,. He was supposed to carry rails into tha lookadth 
shop with the prison era. The Ihissian b<**t dcam a Jew—struck hi* 
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with a key which ha «u carrying In his hand. Retalaff mm by this 
way and ha called Vila ft taaian prisoner of war to account, ft* 
Ruaalan priaoner of war attacked Retalaff with the rail wtiich tar waa 
carrying in Ida hand. Retalaff reported hi*. The chief capo VLtaam 
and I cm to hla and Retalaff than explained the aituatlon to 
Wltmana. Retalaff demanded that the Jews no longer work under this 
Russian priaoner of war and that the Jews be sent to hia «m hall. I 
had the Jews taken into the hall and I relieved the Ruaalan prisoner 
of war of hia duties and than ha had to work. 

Q Did you know what Retalaff'a reputation for treatnant of 
prisoners waa in the oaap during the tine you ware there? 

A Ha had a very rood repute ten. 

Q Do yoi know whatever became of Retalaff? 

A I experienced the following incident in March 19USt 
Retalaff waa working in the work detail Seharlaeh. He cone ten tly 
had unpleasant incidents from the aide of the prisoners who worked 
with hla. They eons tan tly brought this methyl alcohol Into the oaap 
without hie knowing about it. Che day I came back into the oaap fraa 
■y work outfit and T heard this affair. Retalaff. the Little Jeoky* 
and another man, a Ruaalan, were there together. I don't know the 
name of this nan wheat we called the Little Jooky any more. Retalaff 
and the other four oeaa out of the hunker and were sent to Block 2, 
where I wee. And Retalaff explained this incident to as. I couldn't 
recognise this man again, coopering him with former times. Ha had 
holes In his headj ha waa beaten, bloody, green and blue| he couldn't 
epeakj he couldn't walk) and the others the earns way. 

Q Mho was tint.that waa beaten and bloody and hleok and blue 
and you couldn't reoognlse him? 

A Retalaff and the others, and he tdd me that whan the 
Ruaalan waa receiving hla blows *n the clerk's offioe the key to the 
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material MurthoaN fell out of Me pocket and the Russian said at that 
tiaa that R«talaff dldn*t have anything to do with the whole affair* 
"’etelaff waa ala treated in rely beoe>ea he woild not betray who It waa 
who brought the methyl alcohol into the camp and becauae several 
members of the detail were iirrolved in It* And Ttetalaff didn't know 
anything at all about the whole affair* They called him to amount 
beoanee he had the key* They then transferred thia Little Jocky to 
Bleak 7 and at night he waa driven into the chain of guarde—the 
wirea and waa ahot to death likewise* Be also had had nothing to do 
with the affair; the only one was the Russian, and I don't know that 


Q Hate you’ever seen R«talaff since you left Floeeenburg? 

A No. 

Q When la the last time you saw Petslaff? 

A I aaw him here in "aehaa* 
q Do you know where he la at the present timet 
A Hera in the dock, 

q WU1 you point him out for the court? 

A No. 37 (indicating). 

MR. MCKAYi Let the record show that the witness has 
Identified Not 37 as Retsleff. 

q During the tine that you Head In Bloek 1 did you ewer 
cone in oontact with a prisoner by the name of Olnachel? 

A I cane In oontact with a prisoner by the name of Olneehel. 
q What was the nature of your contact with a prisoner named 
Oinscbel? 

A He wea apportioned to me in the month of May 19UL—I don't 
know the exact date. He waa in my outfit f or three days. Because 
ha was a helpless nan and couldn't do any work at all, together 


with Sohubert who agreed to it, we sent him beck to the comp. I gave 
him to the transport outfit of Manor becauae they only bed to do light 
work there and actually all they did waa take walks. Then I went to 
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• 6 Schubert, had him relieved of hie d ities in the quarry, and had him 

taken back to the camp. 

Q Did you ever see Qlneohel after that In the camp? 

A Tea. 

Q What were the occasions of your seeing him In the campT 

A Kb the years *44 and *4$ I was quartered in Block 2 and at 

various times went to Block 1 and there I saw Ginachel. I asked him 
what he was doing there. He told me that he was doing orderly eervioe 
there. 

Q Did you ever see any incidents of any kind involving Ulnschel 
while you knew him In Block 1 and while you were living in HI oaks 1 
and 2? 

A Tea. 

Q Describe what yw saw. 

A I saw that Ginachel was distributing food in Blook 1 frost 
November until Kerch. He had to dispense food for the outfits which 
came bade into ths camp in the evening after roll call. And than he 
had to give out the food which was left over in Blodc 1. He had to 
bring it to tie Juvenile blodc. Block 19. And I saw him giving out 
food at various times. &hsn the outfits came In after the roll oall 
to get their food there were always 60 or 70 extra man among than who 
didn't belong in these details and they attempted to get food or els# 
to dip their bowls into the kettles. They constantly triad to knock 
him down with the kettle, and since he was constantly attacked by the 
Russians, Poles, French and Cseehs, he started giving out food in ths 
corridor, but I never saw him hit anyone with ths India that ha 
collapsed in a bloody mesa. 

Q Did you see him ever use the ladle to hit anybo^jrT 

A No. 

Q Prooeed. 

A He always defended himself and held off the prisoners with 
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It 1*66 IF his hand* And there was a Russian prlson-r of war who was in Blook 1 

Pags 7 who assisted in the orderly service there# His name is Nisgt Hchamoff 

and ha kept these people off of Ginachel# Sc hemoff spoke to the 
prisoners in Russian and told the® that t v ey should go back and fall 
in in the rear just as everyone else# And Ginachel never once used 
the ladle to strike anyone with it# If Glnschel had struck anyone 
with the ladle so that the man had died as a result of it the cleric's 
office would have found out about it, or at least the permanent 
personalities who were quartered in Block 1, and no such incident 
1s known to me# 

Oinschel had to take care of the orderly service in Block 1 
and to clean up the dormitory. He had to get food from the kitchen 
to bring it to Block 1 and for the prisoners in Block 1 he had to go 
and get the commodities from the canteen—beer, cigarettes, or what¬ 
ever it was. I went to the canteen at various tinea in order to plok 
up my beer and cigarettes# Nlsga Sohemoff, the Russian prisoner of 
war, was always acoompanyinc hi*. The two of them would pick up the 
boot of bear and carry it to Block 1 together. Since the black market 
was located there and the prisoners would take the oanteen and attack 
it, the Russian prisoner of war would always talk to them in Russian 
and tell them to clear out, but no one was ever beaten there# ^hsn 
the Russian prisoner of war was telling then to make room and they 
wouldn't do it, the Russian prisoner of war would push baok the people 
with his fists* 

Q Do you know whatever became of Oinschel? 

A He stayed in Block 1# If he had done anything culpable, suoh 
as beating anyone to death, if la had committed houocide he would have 
bean transferred out of Block 1# I would like to mention that he had 
constant troubles with the camp eldest Uhl, Sabs, and the barber who 
had the orderly aervioe, Reinhardt Floffuarm. They constantly told 
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Ginechel to toll the prisoners who gathered fra® Block 1 to dear out* 
bpt they thenselTea didn't do it. 

Q Do you knew where. Olnsehel la now? 

A Hero In the dock. 

Q Will you point him out to the court. 

A (Indicating). 

MR. HCIAYt Let the record ahow that the, witness has 
Identified the accused wearing Ho. 15 as Olnsehel.

Q Did you haws an opportunity to see hoar Ways treated the ■ 
prisoners?

Q Describe what you saw with regard to Keys'a treatment of 
prisoners. 

A I cam to the block at various tines. I would wee Vklter 
Neye sitting at a table with foreign prisoners, talking to then, and 
would oook food with then and would eat the food together with then. 

I also aaw at various time that in February he carried cut deleoeing . 
steps. He carried out a deloueing process three time a weak. And 
I sear that at various tines he warned prisoners to let thensclvee bo 
deloueed) otherwise they would drag the other prlaonere Into the sane 
trouble—the earn torture. He ran all over the plaoe after the 
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prisoners—all over tha dorwlt o r y an d they would hide tram hi* because 
they didn*t want to ba dalouaad.

Tho block oldest m* responsible for his block, for 
tho cleanliness of it, ho had to see to it that no thefts ware 
oemitted on tho block, that tho strength of the personnel was 
accurate at roll call, that nobody wont and hid during roll call, 
that tha kitchen and other blooks didn't undertake any thafts In 
thio block during air raids* The block loader or tho roll oall 
loader wore reepcnaible for those matters. 

Q Did tho block oldest hare anything to do with the work 
dstallT 

A Riser. 

Q DLd tbs capo haws anything to do with tha administration 
of a block? 

A Newer* Tho block oldest newer stood by idly and would 
allow a capo to interfere with natters which concerned a block eldest 
and In that regard I would like to make the following explanation. 
Before the war,between the years 1936 and 1942 In each wing of a 
block there were two orderly services and a barber*

WW3DBHf: The action to strike on the part of tto 
prosecutor referring to the indicated portion of tto last answer of 
this particular witness cowering ‘ he purled ;,risr to 194* Is sustained, 

Q Mr. Jakubith, yen referral to a mb by the naa« of Maurer 
being a capo in tto transport detail, Xo* did you knew whan he oecame 
capo? 

A As far as X reirsff.ber tourer had the supervision of the 
wood yard. There is a mistanderstfinding* He did have to work with the 
capo in charge of the transport dstall whose mure was Kili.*r Till/eier 
but actually the transport detail wne under tto uireclion of this 
Hilmer Tillmeier and not Vauner. 

Q Old you know when Maurer became capo of this wood detail? 

A 1 can't tell you any more. 

Q Can you give us your best Judgment as to when you first saw 

Vaurer acting as capo of that detail? 

A 1 believe in the year 1945. 

Q You stated that Sergeant Klee tor naoe you a capo, mil 
you explain that? 

A Yea, he sad* m a capo after Z had finished my course as 
a stone cutter and had an idea how to go about working other etenee 
and* doing the atom cutting work. 

' Q *U1 you explain to the court what relation a stone cutters* 
hall had to a ouarry aa far aa the supervision of the detail was --«■ 
concerned? 

(Jakubith - redirect) 
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A Tha atone o Utters' hallo didn't have anything to do with 
tha details with tha working in tha quarriaa which wara in oparation, 
quarries 1, 2, 3 and 4* Thara waa an indiridoal datail for aaoh of 
tha particular units whsthsr it was quarriaa 1, 2, 3 and 4, or tha 
individual atona cutters' halls 1, 2, 3 and 4* Each of thsas da tails 
had its own capo and in eharga of thssa capos stood tha chisf oapo. 

All tha quarriaa would hara tha atonsa taksn into tha atona cut tars' 
halls. Qos datail had nothing in oosnon with mother datail. It 
waa merely a quarry, but in tha quarry would bs various dot alia. 

Q Do you know whsthsr Rochol had anything to do with tha 
puniahaent oonpany? 

A Ha Massif sant paopla to tha puniahaant oonpany. 

Q Do you knew whsthsr ha was ever a oapo of that coapanyf 

A Never. They had thair om capos. I oan count all tha 

nagas of tha capos for you. 

Q Who wars thsy? 

A Lall, Boansehulto, a certain Hans stlsl and Max Jakobs.

Thsy had tha puniahnsnt coup any. 

S'. 

Q You statad on cross smartnation that tha physical condition 
of tha prisoners in tha oanp and on your datail bagan to bsooan worse 
after tha transports arrived. Whan did thoaa transports bagin to 
arrive? 

A Aftsr these eanpe had bean svacuatsd. 

Q What year do you recall than starting to oona to 
Floaaanburg? 

A In 194$ transports cans to Floaaanburg. 

Q Did any transports eons in 1944? 

A I can't tall you exactly.because tha transports arrivad 
whan wa wara at work and wa couldn't aaa than. 

Q You statad that Uathoi livad in block 1. . hat position 


did Uathoi hold whan ha was living in block IT 
(Jakubith - redirect) 
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hiwao longer oa*> eldest ha itaged la tka MmlMOMN Ml. 
Q Vull «wi0Mqr for the oa*> eldest to lire la block 1 ? 

A lbs. 

Q Too stated on oroaa eaalaatloa tkat 70 a often aakod tka 
<wi»rl7 rooa la tka qmry for aa extra half kettle of eoap. why 
did you do that? 

A Tea. la order to keep ay people alive. Tbs drillers, the 
people *10 eorked tka areata aad the atone transport people. Z 
didn't cot any re place—at for there people fr— tka e—p. They had 
to eork in the ea— detail for yaare at a tine aad had to he expeeed 
to all Inal—I weather aad it ia nataral that they therefore got 
aiok. la order to haop the— people in shape I would go to the 
elerka* office aad aak Sehabort for extra food for theao people. X 
aleo gave then eo— of ay o— food withoet taking anytldag la ret am. 

L X was always trying to keep the— people la shape, the— drillers. X 

kept asking Sehebert to give — m w people aad he eaid *1 e—«t help 
yoa beoaasa X don't gat aay replaee—ate fr— tka soap? The 
speolaliat workers *ii«h X had with — la the quarry ea— out of the 
qnany tad east to tbo ar—at worka.aad X —war got any raplaea—aha 
for than. X had to a— to it that X kept the— people elite —d 
that# the reason why X —at to tho alerts' offloo and kept aakiag 
for food. Sko—ka aad Schubert knew d>oet that aad the— people 
would —ik at tko ha—era for thrw yaare a* a tl— and be aapooad 
to tho alaaaota. Xt la adtaral that they got aiak. 

Q Mr. Jakabiih# eh Aha ti— yau wore a prise—r in 
Ploaaeaburg — there any differenoa la the raapaot that yoa had to 
pay to — SS of floor and 88 nm 00 —iaaioned officer as far as you 
being a prise— r was can earned? 

A As far aa — prisoners ia tho caap —re ecooerned there 
—re not any offloara. As X said yesterday — —eld addrs— a bleak 
Uaknbith - redireet) ^ 
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•j *26-eb-6 leader as staff sergeant, as a sergeant, as a captain, or as a 

first lieutenant colonel but we never addressed then as officers* 

Q- Was there any difference in the form of respect which 
you were required to givu to an officer and to a non-com.atssiono d 
officer? 

A V.hon the commander of tho cam 1 . or tie leader of the camp 
would uuet we, 1 would have to address him as commander or as 
lieutenant colonel or captain* 

Q What were you reouired to do as a prisoner when any of 
the SG personnel met you in the camp? 

A At tho block eldest *s house there was a prisoner standing, 
he was a messenger* If the commander of the camp or the adjutant or 
tho captain or the roll call leader would enter the camp then this 
messenger would call out "attention" and then we would all have to 
remain standing stiff at attention wherever we were and take off our 
hats. If ana of those people whom I mentioned' would come to my 
detail whore I woo working I would have to say to him "camp leader 
or caarander of the camp, quarry 1 is reporting and so and so many 
people are present at work", 

Q Was that report the earns whether an inspecting officer or 
a ncn-comriasionod officer or a commissioned officer? 

A For an ordinary 8S man, a soldier, a sergeant of the S3 or 
if it wu8 a block leader or canr>ando leader we did not hors to holler 
out "attention". It was only in front cf the leader cf the protective 
custody camp or the cou.andor of the camp* he had to stay at "attention" 
from top sergeant on up. 

Q Teoterday otf cross examination when you were asked to re ad 
a portion of the statement that you made which has been introduced in 
evidence as Prosecution Exhibit Number 63, that part of the statement 
which reads "in the year 1942 the prisoners in quarry 1 had to have 
their dinner in the open". Do you recall that? 

(Jakubith - redirect) 
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Q You said that at that time you wanted to make an 
explanation of that* 'Mil you do that now? 

A Yes, but I don't need this to do it* 

r ROSECUTlONi I did not hear the answer please. 

(Whereupon the interpreter repeated the answer). 

Q Oo ahead and explain what you wanted to explain? 

A There wan a tins in 1942 when we were not allowed to cows 
into the halls to eat. ffe had to eat out of doors. That waa during 
the tine when I myself was still a stone cutter. It was forbidden 
that we go into the halls, the eaaeundo leader had forbidden it but 
in the year 1943 when the Meeseraehaitt factory was in operation we 
were all allowed to go into the halls. Earlier we had to get our 

food altogether. That is so to be understood that we all had to 

fall in,tbe whole quarry had to fall in, and in the year 1943 the 
Uesserschadtt factory and all the commandos of each detail would 
get ita own food automatically and then go into the halls and when 
it rained or snowed we were allowed to seek shelter. The chief 

capo arranged that and when it stopped raining or snowing then the 

prisoners would pick up their work again. I had a bunker built in 
quarry 1 by the suggestion of Mr. Schubert eo that the people oould 
aeek shelter there in air raids and when it rained or snosud. 

Mr. Schubert approved that matter. The quarry master Schnappauf 
was always opposed to it. Whenever it rained I automatically sent 
people into the hall. 1 had two odds and ends rooms in my quarry 
and there was a stove in there and the people always stood next to 
the stove rtten it rained and whan it stopped raining the men would 
pick up their work id»re they had left off. This was not possible 
during all of 1942, the year before, but starting with the year 1943 
it was possible. 

Q You have talked about SS personnel as being ccucando 
leaders and you have talked about S3 personnel as guards. I would 
(Jakubith - redirect) . Q7 c 
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lilt® to hams you explain to tha court the dlfforenoe between the 88 
guard at the quarry and tho commando loader at the quarry? 

. A The guaxxi had nothing to do with ua in tha detail and 
with tha detail leader. Tha guarcu stood out aide the wire In tomere- 
and the ecaaand© leaders, detail leaders, block leader*, who ware 
like wise detail leaders. That la the way it was In the year 1942. 

A detail leader would be at the s turns tine a block leader but at the 
end a lot of block Isadora ease into tha oaap whoa 1 didn't know 
and they took cars of their blocks and the detail leaders In the 
quarry took ears of their work there. Y.'e never ecus in contact with 
tha guards. 

Q la there anything alee you want to atdte to tha eoattT 

A Ice. Z ask that tha court licten to we testifying In agr 
oi« behalf. 

«. . PBKdZEBETi Just a minute Jakublth. Tsetsrdey (hiring the 
course of arose examination the souvt told you that at a latter period 
tha court would give you an opportunity to mate an explanation of my 
of your answers or give you a ciunoe to say anything also you desire. 
Tha court will glow you that opportunity right now. Tou may make any 
explanation you desire or any statements you da sir* to tha oourt. 

A las. Zn regard to Roahel Z would litas to haws that cleared 
up. whan I own to Rochel'e detail in tho year 1949 ha really was 
raising commotions with ths prisoners, taking ttaay their food and 
driving tho prisoners into the wire. Olnoe Xoohel wee nq r leader ■ 
there Z only had to do with him in regard to work Miters but Z 
never took part In any of the shameful deeds which ha committed. 

I was never an assistant of his in that regard. Zn that noneat 
v.hen Z took over charge of this detail all those things, all theme 
conditions vftlah had existed before Z took over, stopped. Z saw to 
(JaJcuhlth m redirect) 
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it that they stopped. "e capos and i» i look aldaata did not make 
any uiecrminiaticn anortg nationalities. vto capo* and we blook 
aldaata aat toolbar at the sauna table rdth fore Ignore and the eapoe 
ware also sleeping with foreigners, with the prisoners. Thia 
caasraderle which existed was one hundred per oant between the 
Germans and the foreigners* The only onoe we ex-eanaainioated were 
those who com&itted theft against a fellow prisoner or tharttype of 
•an, the spies of the S3 such as a certain Vohnstein. Such people 
of course were banished out of our cowmen society but you should 
not understand that to man that they were beaten up. Mo, we just 
segregated ourselves from then* They weren't merely cut off by ue 
but they were cUb off from the common society by the foreigner* 
thsmeelvee because all wa prisoners were a sworn unit against the S3 
and ancthsr proof of that is that forsignors took over all kinds of 
positions inside the camp. Sixty per cent of the follcMdng 
positions were held by tbs Poles and Czechs. The Russians* Italians 
and Hungarians had thirty per oent and wa (tomans had to taka ears 
of the last ten per cent and that lets itself be aeen that in 
every respect we showed friendliness and corneraderie with regard to 
the foreign prisoners, v* supported them in every respect with 
food and with cl c* ho a, also when they were sick. In the year 1945 
when I myself fell sick foreigners were at my bedside* the same as 
leraane. 1 never stuck closer to (tomans than I did with foreigners 
in my detail. The same is true for my contacts with Other people 
in the stono cutters' halls. This Vohnstein was a spy. He was a 
chief capo for the ISssserschmitt factory but was also quartered In 
block 1 for a period in the year 1944. Captain Fischer had ue 
capos fall in in the roll call square and said "whoever touches 
this Ur. Vohnstein will immediately be locked in the bunker." 

He kept detail records of all us prisoners including the foreigners 
(Jakublth - redirect) 
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0 -« 26 «ab-lO aad gave tiro to Captain Fischer and ended up himself after in the 

bunker and the same tiling is true rdth 7?uden« he ires always a 
cover-up nan and a spy for the 33, If a prisoner had beaten 
anottier prisoner to death eo that the prisoner had to be taken to 
the hospital and died there, v* prisoners would have found out 
about It and ho would hare been banished frun the e on non society 
of prisoners and would have boon transferred to m outside detail* 

This would happen to Rochel* 

There have been many doctors here who appeared as witnesses and 
not one of tiro was ever able to prove that I beat anyone so that he 
died in the hospital and those people never oallod ms to account 
beoauae of mistreatment of prisoners* They wore the cnee who took 
tbs food away from the prisoners and mode deals with them* They 
tlMseslvws were the ones who threw the people out of the hospital, 
who refused to sooopt patients in the hospital including soon men 
from ay own detail. I asked thorn myself why they had not been accepted 
in the hospital end they told am that either CksltB or nchrade had 
refused to aooopt then in the morning end to-day they appear here as 
prosecution witnesses. I kndw of one ease after which Rochel 
immediately was sent to Auschwitz because of hie brutality* A 
transport arrived from \usahwltz and the people on the transport, the 
foreigners, said that the foreigners in Auschwitz had fini s h e d off 
Rochel, CthorwLee, X dcn*t know of any case except for Meehof* 

I myself got 25 blows with a stiek end Uathai can prow that 
I was innocent of that affair* Ho was supposed to give me 25 blows 
with a stick end Vathoi refused to do it* He told roll oall leader 
Potaflt, "surely he Is innocent of this affair and I refuse to beat 
him" and Mathoi, the camp oldest, want out of the clerks* office 
after he had refused to give m the blows aad that is all that I 
(Jakubith - redirect) 
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(Whereupon the court reconvened at 1030 hours.)

be sent to the headquarters and anutlnr report to Berlin. Un¬ 
natural death was if an accident had killed a man or he had been 
shot to death, or In had been beaten to death, because if some- 
tiling like that nappenod, that coulu not be Kept secret. Besides, 
a poat marten had to bo performed on hia. In former times tin 
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post mortem room isee In ti» crem'oory, intil l9l»li. In 19UU ttmy 
Mdt a brand new poet mortem room in Block 13* At one tine when 
I went to ttie post nortem room, I sew two .renoh doctors stand- 
In.; there with a dead oody on the tabla arid tire dead body had 
already bean opened* when I was a pupil in Duohau, we were 
taught by the S3 dootora to cut open a men with a eo-ealled »T" 
out, i.e., froa tire right tshoul.iar bone to the left shoulder bane 
end straight on down. The flash I rad to be drawn back over the 
ribs. That was to be oarroot, e right poet mortem, because the 
interior organa were not to be hurt so that they could find the 
oause. Wien I entered the pest mortem room that day, I aaw the 
dead body there and the chest had been opened in the form of 
a lid. The skin had not b sen removed but they had just Janwd 
the knife in and out aroisid, all aro.ind the thoracic earn* I 
asked than,«Kho dissected thla meat That is not oorreot, oven 
thoi«h you are doctors, according to my opinion.* I maid,"It 
is net necessary to injure a person evan if he is doad." It is, 
of coarse, natural that I nsuie enemies that way. They told m 
that right away anyhow. They said that I didn't understand it 
because I wus not a doc or. I left and reported this to Doctor 
SohmltB. Ha said, "O'ell, he's dead. Tou oan't help it any more.

Iavitaolka is tha 
waa*a none* And in this xnobriatad condition Doctor hohnabil 
Mould prescribe things and ha waa very utriot in aaaing to it 
that they vara oarriad out* Whau tne aosawadant rial tad an one 
eooasian, I told tills to the commandant. Tha ooanumdant said 
for ns to ke»p ay south snut, that it was none of my businaea, 
and that I waa a prisoner and ha waa an fab officer. What oould 
Z do?

si Now, Dr* Sathoif you have doneribed twice tha difficulty 
you had with rogard to prisoners biualirig bi-aad from tha patianta. 
Will you explain whst raeuauroo woiu token, if any, around tha 
hospital to prevent tnia aort of tiling? 

A Firstly, I have to mention that tthsaovar tha people would 
oosa in tha morning to tun anbulauoo to be examined fay tha doctor, 
or to be admitted to tha iws^itnl because tiny ware aiok, there 
waa auoh a crowd anu such a punh around tlut you had to talk as 
fast as you oould to gat tn'iee people into line* 1 did that, as 
wall aa other aaia curses, \3osidss that, t hsy took advantage of 
thssituation to roar. around tha wards and dirty tha latrines* 

They want to tha bathroom and stole tie underwear of patients 
who had bf-an admitted to the hospital, underwear full of lioe, 
and took it book to tie block* Those olothes war* there to be 
disinfected. They wont to tha lavatory and stole tha food of 
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the patients whioh was ther# It* kettles. They olimbsd through 
ths windows In this s;.iall path between the arrest building wall 
and ths hospital, either oli* ed In ths windows or reached 
through ths windows to steal ths bread from the patients. When 
they roceived solfens pills for sore ttiroat or a splrln for head¬ 
ache or bicarbonate for diarrhea, then tiiey would take those 
pills in their south and go outside and spit thea out. I don’t 
■san to say that ths mass of than did that, but there wars suoh 
people* They had been freshly bandaged in the anbulanoe, but 
they wanted to see that and would go outside and take off ths 
bandage again* 

I would like to oration here that there was a prosecution 
witness who stated that I had thrown a man out of ttie window In 
the hospital. That was an ls^oseibility because all of tl*e 
front windows had gauss over titan. Ths windows had been taken 
out during ths day and were standing in a corner. There was 
only a wo r sen there. 

Ths room for ths dead was in the comer of the hospital 
bloak on the way to the*hs£r house. Only the death carriers had 
the key to this room. The distribution of food in the hospital 
was up to these people, t>o* Z never bothered about that. Ths 
Cseoh doctor who was in Block 13 had ths key to ths poet mortem 
room. I had merely one key and only had that part of the time - 
that was for^thsbig closet for the medics mints at the entrance. 
Twice a week written requests for madioanents were mads. JeMso~Jan- 
loskl and j t nyself , did that, because one man oouldn't remember 
all that. Wa made a list. This list had to be signed by the 
doctor and titan it was taken to the sa hospital. Ths 8S hospital 
was outside ths eoopoind. There was one telephone from ths S3 
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hospital to the prisoners clerk's office. If ever evipan was 
needed or luminal was needed, speoial requests had to be written 
and anything, mainly as far as l.minal was conoemed, above the 
normal, i.e., above the first request that had been written for 
it, had to have a special request written for that for each in¬ 
dividual pill and that had to be si.-nod by Doctor Sohrr&tz and 
oarried over to the 38 hospital. IThen I first entered the hos¬ 
pital, I sometimes' saw a male nurse or a dootor or Qolts with 
enlarged eyes, and when I approaohed them and observed them 
olosely, I noticed that they were in a stimulated frame of mind. 

I at first couldn’t make out what it was. Januo jar&caki - 
observed me observing theee people and told me, "Karl, I will tell 
you whet that is. These people drink evipan." I was, of course, 
mad and I said, "How can you drink tiiat evipan? Where do you 
get that evipan in the first place?" I mentioned yesterday that 
only dolts, the dootor, or Sergeant Darnel had the key to the 
looker with the narootioe. I said to GoIts, "if I see that one 
more time, you have been here for the longest time." But he 
knew from the camp that I wouldn’t make any report. 

In the beginning of May, Doctor Schmits arrived.

• A 19bU* Dootor Sobaits immediately noticed that as a 
dootor by their enlarged eyes and their peouliar frame of mind 
and knew immediately “that they had taker, narcotics.

The newly operated patients 
were in this ward* This Small man oams to ns and asked ms what 
ha was supposed to do in the ward* what hie duties were* and X 
explained to him to carry the food to the patients* to sweep' 
tha floors* and to mop thorn* and to taka the patients* dishes 
end put them in tha oaraar* end 1 explained his duties to him* 

After lk days gala oane, to me and said* ’’This man is do good* 

Bo's Isay* Ikataad of helping tha doctors at night* ha takes

I wae reprimanded, that I was Just as negligent here ee I 
had been as a oaqp aldsst, how I would uwer allow thass people 
to asseebls like that. He ordered that e barbed wire fence 
would be placed there tomorrow. Tho barbed wire fenoe was put 
19 there. The next day the barbed wire was pushed down and 
the patients and other people climbed in and out. All the talking 
didn't do any good, as X have mentioned before. Of oourse, X 
slapped then. X regret it today. Of oourse, that can't be 
helped today any more. Sit her I received the beating myself or 
I had to make a report. Of oourse', it wouldn't have helped 
the prisoner any if I had reoelved any beating because he would 
have bean pwished anyway. As wsll as X know that jqr name is 
Mathol, I know that X never heat anyone to death or beat bin 
so severely that he died in the hospital. With the exception

I had to put on ryoap. There are nil petty little things, but

In February, l?Ui*, an ordar oaae out that say Oeraan who 
wanted to volunteer for the unit Dlllowangar should aasanblo 
In the bathroom that night. About 80 to 100 porsona volunteered 
on]/ to got final]/ out of that oeaqp. Whan Captain FTltaohff 
arrived in tho evening, I had to report to him that so and so 
aan/ prisoners ware in f omation in the bathroom. Two clerta 
bad to writs dona tho nanos of thoaa people, and tha next da/ 
after the list had been typed, Prlteolpf oelled we. Tha aooused 
Wodak was in tha roon as wall aa Sargaant Kiss. Frltaohff had 
this lint in hia hand and ha said, "I aa adaaing /our nans", - 
why I wouldn't volunteer. I said, "I ha vs bean aantsnoad by 
tha basis bsoauso of high trwason and I was ssnt to a penitentiary 
and I won't Join tha S3." m told as to go to hall. Of oovras, 
that wasn't anythin to nates him litea ns. I don't have anything 
■ora to say about Fritsci^. 

Q fit Ootobsr of 19U4 what happwnwd to you? 

A Aa of Ootobwr, aa I have nentioned before, I didn't do 
anything nore. But, whlla I was in tha stone quarry a barbed wire 
fanoe waa strung in front of tha allaged Russian oaap, Blooka 22 
and 23* *° these blooka would not hava any connections with 
Hooks 20 and 21. People who bad typhus wore sent there * of 
oowrsw, other people also trim transports, tha so-oailed quarantine 
Only Jewish doetors wore back tbsra, baoauaa thare was no room 
left in tha hospital, ao that this was wood as an ean rg e noy hos¬ 
pital. These Jewish doators. Doctor Ooldfarb and Dootcr Pars tar, 
aakad as if It wasn't passible that I oould gat hold of oono 
aadtoanants for than booauao I had bean a hospital oapo previously.

I Ha ul, "iTrito down what you noed. i'll g >t it for you." rtith 
tula list I went to tns hospital , to Doctor Doiunits, uni I 
asked Doctor Schmitt* to got mo those uadicanonts. Doctor bohmits 
signed these lists. 1 received the msdicanents and took then 
to these people* It was forbidden by First lieutenant Bttuagartnor 
to take anyone from these blooka to the hospital. It was none 
of ay business and I wouldn't have had to do it but I did it any¬ 
way. For that, of course, I was scolded good and proper - 1 
shouldn't meddle with things that were none of rny concern. I 
told Footer Qoldfurb, "lou oan pick them up yourself", and Doctor 
iichuiita finally succeeded in getting those patients up to til# 
hospital after introductions on n\y part of Doctor Ooldfarb and 
Doc tor Forster. I nave to state that at that time the mortality 
rate was quite high* i went to these blooks daily and since 
our death binders had too much to do and everything was ivercrowded, 
tite doad bodies were put down in latrines overnight - I mean, of 
course, the corpses* In the morning these dead bodies ware pioked 
up there, but 1 can't iiaagino how a man anould fall down into 
tlw latrines* There was no water In them but I can't imagine that* 
It was a so-called mass latrine and thare was a hose of 8 to 10 
meters in length with whioh the latrine was cleaned daily* 'Hater 
was spilled in it. 

Doctor Ooldfarb and Doctor Forster told r ue one day that they 
had to tell m something.

A Dillswanger himself was an 88 Obsrfuahrar which it a 
llttlo aoro than an 88 Standartanfuahrar - a Colonel* Fron * 
rollablo man who had known him in his baa* town - ha la froa 
Schwab on, from kurtenbnrge* X got information that was oonfimoA 
by othor paoplo to whon I talked who had been with this unit far 
yaars. Dillswanger hidself had boon punished prior to that 8 or 
ft tines baeaoso of theft. Ha laaadiatoly was taken ©Ter to tha 
S3 whon Hitler can* to power and whon tha war with Hnssia started 
ho was sent to Bassla, was degraded there because of crooked 
deals and was arrested. He asked Hinnler to be allowed to astir¬ 
ate a unit oonbined of people who had been punished in Oemaay 
previously for theft and forestry. Later on people frost penit¬ 
entiaries and froa concentration camps were taken to that unit. 
Until 1948, only people with green triangles had been taken and 
thereafter, alto people with red triangles. These people were 
sent to places where any Vehruacht offleer would hare refused to 
sacrlfieo the lives of any nan. Dlllewanger newer received any 
kind of nllltary training. As they arrived they wore seat to 
tho firing lino.

Ihey 
always beat then selves up sad even stabbsd themselves with self 
fabrleated knives made out of duraluwlnuw, the airplane metal. 

Every prisoner received a winter cvorooat and sweater. Every enoe 
in a while tha rolleall leader would spot oheok the prisoner*. lhe , 
prisoners vnuld have to be In their blocks, open their Jaekets and h* 
would aa* if they had their sweaters on. It was peoullar that tha 
kuaalana Actually always had sweaters and the Italians alhost never 
had any. Either they sold It on the blaok varkot or others stole it 
Prow then and they sold It on the blaok market. It was a halter 
skelter situation. It was impossible to find j»nr way around beoauee 
the eawp was so overcrowded, ho that you did not know any individual 
person. It was only theft and blaok marketing and so forth, list 1* 
all I have to say.

In the 
prisoner*s warehouse there were two Russian P*’ s and one German. In 
the prisoner's kitchen there were 35 people only oooks vhc worked 
there. There were six to eight Germans. The others were foreigners. 
JSxoept for two orderlies* all the rest of thsm were foreigners. 88 
barbers were three Germans. The others were foreigners. The prisoners 
dentist was a foreigner »ho was here in the witness ahair. bis name 
was Trupp. Oenerally everywhere in every position wherever you 
looked were mostly foreigners and if you wanted something special 
that you could not get by requisition from the SB for the osmp* you 
would have to go to these people. *he distribution of brooms* soap 
and any eloanlng material was up to the man who was in the witness 
ohalr here, Pletanek * Cseoh. lie was in charge of that. 1 sh-uld 
like to tell tne court that all of these men who sooused me nere who were 
witnesses oomitted soma kind of a violation against their own rellow 
prisoners or mad* their statements her* out of hatred. 1 should like 
to describe to the oourt one oase to picture how difficult it was to 
(kathol - Direct) 
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oheok at night after all the other priaonera bad baaa in bed in their 
blcoka. *hen I waa oamp aldaat there was no shooting in the oamp. 

I caught several prisoners at night. 1 sent them back to their beds 
but I did not make any report. Vhen 1 waa the hospital oapo, two 
shoe tings took plaoe at night in the oamp. Xy auocaasor oaught one 
a prisoner who had broken into* the kitchen. He waa a Huasian. He 
immediately reported this b) the bio ok leader's room. Two of the 
blook leaders oame in. *ney ohaaed the prisoner outside and shot 
him to death outside on the atairease. Ihe former blook leader 
Herd# who is now in the special oamp here told me at one time -- 1 
don't know whether it's an aotual l'aot — 1 didn't eee it — but he 
told me s once that he went bade to. the warehouse where the oabbagw 

- /tot 

was storsd and that hs sat down inb ctwww n the oabbage barrels. A 
Russian prisoner who bed left his blook at night hid in this oabbag* room 
and took one handful of aourkraut. Herds shot him to death right there 
where he was. She next morning at rolloall. the hospital was 
immediately Informed about it and I went back there with two male 
nurses and a l i ter to pide this man up. ihe two amis nursss arrived 
at this spot maybe a minute before I did. Then Herds said, "Hs Is 
still alive, 1 will shoot him onoe more eo you can save your bandaging 
material". Besides that 1 picked out of the bor.ks here all prisoners 
by the name of Martlnek because the proseeutioui witness Hosnslasr 
stated that 1 had beaten a prisoner by the name of Uartlaak so 
severely that he had died from it. Also the Frcnohman Croise thorn 
I allegedly beat to death with a plok i« still alive. All these 
people-are alive. 

I should like to talk about the case about whioh the Oseoh 
Kamenek talked. There was no* breakfast whatsoever on Sunday for any 
prisoner. In February 1944 the wall behind blook 11 broke down and 
pushed In the whole rear end of the blook. 1 asked come prisoners 
who were masons if they oould not put this wall up again on 8unday 
(Mathoi - Jirwet) 4233 








morning, !fiia prisoners agreed tout they mated a breakfast fbr It* 

I went to the kitchen end bogged for the breakfast for these men. 
these breakfasts were given tr me in a cardboard box, and 1 went with 
it to bio ok 11* I put tills cardboard box down at the corner and went 
around and called the prisoners so I oould give it to theft. in the 
meantime e dusslan had approached this hex and had taken two. pieces of 
bread rut of it. I caught nim and I slapped him once in the face* The 
■an fell down end a trunk a bucket In which ms ooaent# This prisoner 
waa taken to the hospital, be had a hole in the back of hie head and 
at noontime be was out of the hospital again* lamer dr accused me for 
the simple reason because hie prisoners who sorted under him in the 
woodyard told me twice that he embescled their breakfast bread* Had 
T reported Kamenek* he would hare been thrown into the arrest and 
would have reoeired 26 beatings* This way 7 hit him several times in 
the feoe with my flat hand. 

1 should also like to state for the court that if 1 had tak«i the 
life of anyone* T would have never returned to ay hr me. In the 
AHgaeu Zeltung it said all persona idic knevr something about blook 
eMesta an:! capo a in Floaeenburg should report and make tnelr state* 
menta* If 1 had had a bed ernaoienoe, I would have dodged this* but 
this way 2 did not Have any reason Wateoevor to take any interest 
In it, I rejected every time to assist in any'kind of an execution and 
by risking ray own life anc ttiore would be nc reason for me whatsoever 
to take the life of any man Illegally* That is all Z have to say*

Q Wall now, what did you nean when you aald that 
theae prlaonera who lived in theae bloeka 81, 88, 88 and 
84 didn't get breakfaatT 

A All thoae prlaonera who worked got a breakfaat 
In the morning exoept for thoae people whon I mentioned 
In the dlreot examination, blook elnrka, blook eldeat,

hospital* They didn’t get any breakfast. Captain Kir- 
sammer, the ohlef of the administration arranged that

Q At vhat hour vas that breakfast to whleh you 
refer usually served to the prisoners? 

A The treakfast for the people inside the oanp 
vas given out towards 8*80 or toward 9 o'clock, and for 
the people who worked in the quarry aad department 8004, 
they got their breakfast by naans of a truok. It was 
carried out to then* 

Q Mow in the proeess of your examination you 
•poke of so-oaHed stool pldgeons who were planted in 
the oasqp to make reports on you* Did the reports that 
those partioular individuals make pass through your 

hands as oanp eldest? 

A Mo, of course uot because if they had, I would 
have torn then up* As soon as I beoane camp eldest, I 
•aid to all the blook eldest*, "We will have no reports 
made", aad in the evening I had the capos fall in behind 
the kltohen and I said the sane thing to then* If 
reports were made on the details outside the oanp, I 
oouldn’t do anything about then, and if reports ward 
made inside the.oanp without ny knowing about it, 
naturally I oouldn’t do anything about then either, but 
it vas a principle of nine not to pass any reports on* 
But the people in the oang> who made reports gave then 
lsssediately to the rolloall leader and I couldn't say 
to the nan — please give me the reports back. 

Q You stated that there were post au>rtos» per¬

A Yes. For instance, I remember one osse two or 
three men were injured by the ehaln on * crane. The erame 
was lifting stonea and the individual parts of the ehaln - 
saoh one was as long as a man* s arm and theae fragments 
of the ehaln flew off and crushed the men* 

Q Do you know what particular quarry these mem 
were working In at the time of this accident? 

A I believe It was block one* 

Q in what year were thosef 

A *44. 

Q You stated on oroas examination that you 
beat Russian prisonera who had stolen packages with a 
rubber hose* Will you tell court when that par- 

tleular incident occurred? 

A That wasn't a particular Incident* That con¬ 
sisted of a number of Incidents* That often happened* 

I know of some people and they were Oernans not foreigners 
who were hanged because they merely stole a pair of 
trousers* If X had reported one of these people and told 
the facts that In a black-out he had attacked one of his 
comrades and stolen his package away from him, he cer¬ 
tainly would have com to the gallowa. If I hadn't made any 
report and hadn't beaten a prisoner either, they would 
have come and said, "The camp eldest saw this Incident 
and why didn't he make any report?" The nan gets away 
with impunity* 

Q How, Mr. Mathoi, you stated that this oeeurred 
during black-out. Did you ever use a rubber hoae for 
administering beatings at any other time other than 


during black-out?

Q Well, Kr. Vethoi, will you explain to the 
oourt when you followed the practice of oarrylng a rubber 
hoae with you. 

A Only when there were mass gatherInga and words 
didn't have any effeet any wore. 

Q Can you explain to the oourt what particular 
tine of the day thla would be. 

A That was In the evening. 

Q Will you explain to the oourt what the condition 
of the samp waa after ourfew in the evening with regard 
to darkness. 

A In the wintertime It was already dark at Cl30 
or 7 o'slock In the evening and then if an air raid 
ooeurred, all lights had to be put out. These people 
were attacked at the corner of block one. Everybody had

lurgs and the liver, kidneys', spleen, take out the 
fall bladder, the liver,, and each branch of the lung 
had to be dissected into throe auctions 5.n order to 
see whether there were any traces of tuberculosis. 

The right and left chambers of the heart had to be cut 
open anc the liver was also dissected into three parts. 
The kidneys were takon out of their net and all these 
organs v ad to be laid out on the dissection table in 
order to be Inspected, and n qualified dootor made tbe 
medical diagnosis of these organa. 

1 But had you ever bed a course In medical school 

Mathoi? 

A No. I did voluntary nervice In the medio 
oolumn of the Ked CrosB which was set up in all the 
cities. I was a member of the old union modi cel union 
1 end therefore I became immediately a member of the first 

aid station 1 . Beside thnt I had en old school comrade 
whose name was ’Vertmann who placed many medical books 
at my disposal and taught me s great deal. 

(Mathoi - Court) 
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Q Well, how many cases of dissecting did you 
observe or participate In before you started doing any¬ 
thing like that on your own? 

A At leaat 20 for sure. 

G Well now, these 30 post mortem oaaea that you , 
testified you handled, was that done under the super¬ 
vision of any medical officer? 

A Of oourae 33 officer doctors. 

Vi You mean that that S3 dootor waa right there 
during all this dflsseotlng? 

A Yes, when I waa learning, yes, and also prisoner 
physiolana. 

Q Well then,'later on the oourt understands you 
did this on your own by yourself not under supervision, 
is that correct? 

A Yea, In Flosnonburg, but once I had taken out 
all these organa In tho post mortem and put them out on 
the table, a doctor would Investigate them and make a 
diagnosis. 

Vt And you contend, Kathol, that the matter of these 
post mortema was performed by you upon orders of certain 
specified doctors. Is that oorrect? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, you further testified, Mathoi, that a 
certain Russian who had stolen some bread was hit by you 
and In turn this Russian fell and struck his head. 

A Yes. 

^ That he was take n to the hospital and that he 
was released from the hospital by noon of that day or the 
next day? 

A He was brought into the dispensary. The hair 
(Mathol - Court) 
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la back of the head around the wound was out off* The 
wound was rinsed off and bandaged and then he waa released* 

4 How did yjou hit hits on that particular oooaalon, 
thla particular Russian? 

A With the baok of the hand. 

Q, With the baok of the hand? 

A Yes. 

4 ’.'.here did you hit him? 

A Here on his cheek* The buoket was standing 
behind him. He waa standing with a poor posture. I 
oame around the oorner very quickly. I saw that he had 
the bread in his hand. I hit him on the cheek and he 
fell down over the buoket. 

4 Did anybody else see that particular Russian 
after he left the hospital? 

A Yes, every prisoner saw him — at least those 
who were standing around down there. 

Q Well, oan you give the oourtt the names of any 
particular people that actually saw that Russian after 
he left the hospital? 

A 'I can't do that. I can't even give you the name 
of the Russian and if I had beaten him to* death, I 
wouldn't be here any more today. 

Q Well, did you actually sea that Russian leave 
the hospital, Mathol? 

A Of oourse. I waa very interested personally in 
what happened to him. 

Q What particular doctor handled that oase in the 
hospital? 

A- I believe it wae thie Janus Janlokl. 

(Matho! - Court) 
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Q v as ’o 9 Pnltrh doctor? 

/. T^at, wasn't a doctor. That was a wale nurse, 
q hen was tr>*' last tire you saw th*t particular 
Individual t K *t you referred to? 

A At any rate, T saw Mid thon when he was released

W Now yon further testified that Ramenek stole 
bread and you slapped Mw as a result of that. 

A Yog, pti didn’t steal people's bread. Only 
once. He did it twice. 

•q 'Do you wont to tell the court anything worn 
about tost particular incident? 

A Yes. The neo lr In the woodyard ca^e to hjo and 
eald, "Why aren't we getting any breakfast today", end I 
said to them, "Aon are 'jetting breakfastlust like any.- 
oue else" because I k'.ew that the wcyidyard always Tot 
their breakfast. That was the way It was done and I 
asked ^ancmek in the presence of his prisoners, "My 
didn't you ive r'ur nripowers any breakfast?" end 
Ramenek told *e that he hadn't received any. 1 went to 
the kitchen with KamoneV and determined that Kawcnek ’ad 
got is foo* for Vis nris^n?rs. Then there were two 
(fathol - C <urt) 
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possibilities. Either 1 woulu report him or else I 
woul give him a few slaps In the oar. If I hatin' t given 
him any slaps on the ear and not reported him either, 
then the prisoners would have reported me and said that 
I was supporting Kamanok. One week later the people came 
back to me again and said that Kamonek wae taking their 
bread away for the second time. Of course I was enraged. 
If X would see t Jt that you were reported, then you 
would bo relieved of y ui* duties Immediately. I gave 
him a few slapa on tho oar and tnen the case was closed 
bbcauae I saw to It t^at the prisoners got their br ad. 

It didn't always occur and or.ly three or four position# 
were Involved. It wasn't done on a wholesale soale, but 
I couldn't always look after It because they would hove 
thrown mo out of the kttohon. 

Did you have any further trouble from Kamenek? 

A No.

I only did that when these people came into the olerk's 
offloe but X saw them and I oouldn't get out of the 
olerk's offloe again beoauae wheh I aaw the*, I would run 
over to bloak one Into the prisoner'a offloe.

over to him? 

A In the waiting room where we were always led 
to whenever we were waiting for our defense counsels* 

It's Impossible to speak. < 

Did you have an opportunity to converse with 
Toernor at that time? 

A No, I already said it was Impossible to speak 
to anyone. 

q What were your previous relations with Toer ert 

A I never had any oontacts with Tocr-’ori I al¬ 
ways bad to step In against To or. 

Q Well, Just what was -Toorr'er’s 3tatus In 
Plossenburg? 

A He was first of all a male nurse In the 
hospital and then later on a capo in the quarry In 
division 2004. He *lno v>ad block 13. 

4 Was VT«er-or under your supervision during the 
time that you wore a capo In the hospital? 

A Toer- or was rellevod of his duties beginning 
of March '44 and at that time I wa$ not yet capo of the 
hospital. 

0 Did you have any previous difficulties with 
Vr©cr*rtor outside of w v at you nay have mentioned previously? 

A Yes. 

q Do you desire to toll the oourt? 

A Yes. i 

Q Go ahead. 


(Mathoi - Court) 
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A Two young Polish prisoners oar»e to me and asksd 
nm to protaet tken against Taer^er. Toermer had alraady 
bssn ralieva* of his duties In tka kospital and was out 
in tka quarry as oapo and thsy said that Toormer wanted 
to blaekmall tken* I asked them what they meant by this 
blackmail and they told me whenever they got packages 
from kona \TQer^or would approack tken and said, "If you 
don't sleep with me and ..give me some of your packages, I 
will give you the worst work I can in the detail in tka 
quarry". I naturally threw that In Toerner's face and 
oalled bin names, but I never bdat/Toermer' and ka never 
beat me back and what he said kere la falsa in that 
rsgard. 

v Well, who are these two individuals you are 
referring to? 

A Tkey were two young Poles, and tkey oauaed 
ny attention becauaa they were ao young. 

£ &o you know thair names? 

A Ho, unfortunately I don't know tkeir names any 

more. 

Q Whan was that}wken did that taka plaoeT 

A That was during tke time when 1 was still oanp 
eldest and to be apeciflo in March 1944 Just before I 
was relieved of my duties. I can give the nanc of a 
wltaaas to whom these two young people told their story 
and ha told that back to me agala in the prasenoa of the 
two young people. 

* Who was that? 

A Har.s Nelaeawentd. 

Q, Where la ha at the (resent timet 

A I don't know. Up until the end at least until 
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Slap I left the oemp he wee in the oamp. 

4 Now, you mentioned eleo, tfathoi, about not 
haying any alcohol available during the time that you 
were preparing bandage* and thing* ol* that natura. 

A No, there wasn't any elco'iol there. Every 
weak a half bottle of an empty ether bottle in whloh 
ether had been formerly kept would come into the hoa- 
pltal and be used for the prisoner* there. 

' Q You are referring then to ether then and not 
aleohol at that particular time. 

A Thl* aloohol wa* poured into empty ether 
bottle*. 

Q Did you ever make a report to anybody pbout the 
faot that you didn't have aloohol available when 
neoeasary? 

A Of course. I told Dr. Sohmit* about it, but 
Dr. Sohrnlt* couldn't get ahold of any either. I don't 
know why. 

PRESIDENTi Any further question* by member* 
of the oourt? 

A I would like to explain one more question to 
the oourt. 

PRESIDENT: Just a minute. Go ahead but make 

it brief. 

A In February '44, someone reported to the SS 
that under the fastenings in the celling aloohol and 
food was hidden. The SS went over to investigate. I 
believe that Reupaoh who alts here in the dook was also 
there and they found there five to six liter* of oure 
aloohol, 18 or 18 cubes of margarine, half a^oeivSSr^of -"' 3 ^ 
augar and flour. After this atory broke, the people atill 
Must hoi - Court) 4264 
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weren’t thrown out of the hospital, but I Immediately 
was susplcloned of having tipped off the SS to it, and 
for that reason my predecessor in the the hospital through 
Keupoch and CJoltz and rr****—hated me for that reason. 

I never did anything. They even laughed at me in the camp 
because I ooulHnit even play cards. I never had any gold. 
I have two flll.ln :s in my teeth which I have had since 
1944 in February. 

PRESIDENTt Any further questions members of 

the oourt? 

QUESTIONS BY COL. JACKSON* 

Q Now, referring back to these post mortems 
that you performed, did you Just open \ip the bodies, get 
them ready and after that an SS doctor or some trained 
doctor come along and make the diagnosis? 

A He made a medical report by loo r ing at the 
specimens and turned in a report on the status of the 
organs and the body. 

Q Who did that' 

A The doctor. 

s Now, we heard a lot of references to this 

order prohibiting beating by ora prisoner to another. 

A Yea. 1 

Now, was that p paper order, written order that 
was supposed to b$ ignored or what? Was that actually 
on order? 

A T’-'at wann’h any written order. That merely 

came from headquarters, notified the rolloall leader that 
he should tell the prisoners t>at it was forbidden for 
one prisoner to Mt another, but according to this order, 
it wasn’t meant that it wan forbidden to give slaps on 
the ear, because th P sS knew as well ns every other 
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prisoner that without slaps on the ear, it vas impossible 
to proceed. If that wore so, then it would have been a 
survival of the fittest. Tho strongest would have re¬ 
mained and tho weakest would have died. 

Was that order actually enforced or was it 

winked at? 

A I nust mention that, when I was In the other campa 
in Auschwitz, for exssnle, the oauos had more rights than 
they did ir Flossonburg. That was forbidden from the 
summer of *43. That order was in effeot. 

Q I am asking about Flossonburg. Was that 
order forbidding one enno or prisoner to beat another — 
was that aotually enforced or did the authorities 
overlook it? 

A It had to bo enforced because the SS were of 
the opinion that when two neople dc tho some thing, it 
isn’t the same thing. It was forbidden to beat a 
prisoner and if someone was caught dping that'and 
reported, then tho prisoner would be punished for it some 
way or other, and by that is weant when someone mistreats 
a prisoner. That l? the way I understood it at least. 

I can’t see it eny other way. 

C Well, was bovine a prisoner's ears considered 
mistreatment? 

A No. 

Q »as giving him a kick considered mistreatment,. 

A No, but if you kicked him from the front, yea. 

Q, Now, was it considered mistreatment for a capo to 
boat a prisoner for stealln ? 

A He hod 1 to be under guard when he did that 
that he didn't wound the prisoner. I!e would bo 
(Hathoi - Court) , 2 g^ 
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iPMOdlately reported If he boat. a bole In a prisoner's 
head. 

..oil, If he boat '..ire with a gumml for stealing 
would that be oo.-isidered ’ll*, treatment? 

A Of course, if the prisoner would be Incapacitated 
for worh becauns of t'iafc* that would be called sabotage . 

Otherwise, It ran oonnldered propnr. Ia that 

correct? 

A You can’t say it was really proper. That isn’t 
true. 3ut that is the way 't raa. • I can’t describe it 
any other way, 

Q But ac, lonj a* -•«* prisoner was able to be 
at work, the next day. It was overlooked by the 33, 
is that correct? 

A Yas, when they didn’t so© It then they Just 
didn’t see it, but ir it wore, reported, then the 
prisoner would be punished. On the other hand, if the 
dS gave an order for someone to beat a prisoner end the 
prisoner refused to beat hire, than the prisoner who 
rofuaod to beat would b© boston as wall as the prisoner 
who ’.tos supposed to bo beatar.,

Schnabel would have found out about it Immediately* I 
would have been-reported and got Into trouble. 

Q Now then, a nan named Dufour said you beat a 
man with a pick handle* The nan died. 

A ‘ First of all, as a camp eldest’ I never had 
anything to do with a pick, and that was none of my 
business and I never beat any prisoner like that because 
ns oamp eldest, it would have been known Immediately. 

Half an hour later I certainly would have been in the 
arrest building.

an hour later that would have Uea known everywhere, , and 
I would have been In the arrest building. That Is a f 
moastroolty. That lo impossible In regard to this 
prisoner who was supposed to be 1 b the front of the door* 
That is impossible. 

v Somebody else fcas testified that you had 
broken out a man's gold plate and had asked the dentist 
to make you a gold eap for your teeth from this man's 
teeth who had Just bean killed. Do you know anything 


A No, it would be Impossible to take gold out 
of any prisoner's teeth. Dr. Schmlt* knows about It 
and also Reupsoh who aits here in the dook. As soon as 
I got In the hospital it was a definite order given out 
that whenever prisoners arrived in tho hospital they 
would have to open their mouths. Their teeth would be 
checked and any gold In their teeth would be noted down 
on paper and that is the reason I put this into effect 
beeeuae earlier £old had beea ttolen.

*4t*eh called diesslman ianneniately after Ctt ..ad told him that he • 
slapped Gieseluian a l'ew ttaea am. relieved him and aent him to the 
etoue quar O' immediately. Ihe tiling was ocnourrent with the events 
that 1 have described as far as the potato warehouse was oonoerhed 
because the potato storage room waa right next to the oanteen, Fritsoh 
Uld bieselmac that he wao tolerating title but he did net tolerate it 
because for the simple reason that ha waa not evsn allowed to leave his 
bltok at nij^it. Gleselnan was rellevsd in *45, Christmas, and he 
worked in the atone quarry until May when he waa transferred to 
blook 19 as block eldsst. 

4 *iil you explain to the oourt the type of prisoners that 
lived in block 19 during the time Cieselmaa was blook eldsst there? 

A Only juveniles under 18 years, approximately 900 to 1,000. 

Of oourte there wasn't enough room at all. ^rery day the windows ' 
were pushed out beoauss the room was too small. Basidaa that 
uieaelaan had trouble with older prisoners who wanted tc visit this 
blook for the reasons that 1 have dssoribed already. Gieeelman 
came quite often to the hospital whan 1 was there to me with four or 
five prisoners sod told me that this wa« wrong with the* anc to 
give them pills. Of 0 our as I always sent theo to &r. Sohmits 
After 1 had been relieved, I went tc visit with Gieselman quite 
often in the evening be sues he had many b oks and 7 wanted to 
borrow books from nim. 1 like to read. Of octree T also saw that 
Gissalman beat. However 3 oanr>ot say that I ever saw hi* with an 
instrument or a rubber hose. 

Q fill you deseribe these beatings whioh you saw Gieeelman 
give when you would visit this blook. 

(Mathci - blreot) 
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A He hit the* against the oar wit!- his hahd. I cannot say 
that I saw any prisoner stand on a chair. That oould haws boon sons 
other tine. Howswar, I hag* not assn it. 

Q Do you know what th# reason for these slappings was by 

Oieeelnan? 

A Yes. Of course, aoetly they would take their blanketd, 
tear them op as I hare described before and make foot rags out of them 
and than steal their neighbor's blankets at nig.t and then there were 
also people who mows dodging the delouaing people in the block and 
would proceed with their blankets and clean laundry and there would be 
fights because of thiefs who stole bread from the others. 

Q has Gieaelman block eldest of block 19 during the time 
that you were eaap eldest? 

A No, Milos Kuosre was the block eldest then. Kueera waa 
re 11 owed of his position because of an inspection pulled by Fritsoh. 
Frltech found dirty lockers in the shack and after he had reeeiwed 
some slappings was relieved. 

tt .Do you know whet Gisselaan's general reputation was la 
the camp Airing the time that you were there? 

A During the time that I was there I cannot that Diesel- 
sun had a bad reputation. 

Q Do you know where Oieeelnan ia today? 

A Yea, he la here in the dock. 

Q Will you point him out to t e oourt. 

A No. U. 

Q During the tins that you wave a prisoner ia Floeseaburg 
did you ever know a men by the name of Glnsohel? 

A Yee. 

Q that is the nature of your acquaintance with Qinschel in 
rioseenburg? 

A I saw Glnsohel for the first tins when he was the gate 
ru nn er — that la to say, ha was standing right n«xt to the block 
(Uathol - Direct) 
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leadar'a room and he had to ba in the immediate rioinity of tha gate 
all the time, but Olnaohel was than rollarad baoauaa thara waa some hard 
•©rk to ba dona and ha oould net do that vary wall with hia ona arm, 

Ua waa than given to me, He waa aant to tha hoapital batwaan blooka 
13 and 18* Thara waa a wall which separated than fro* tha arrast 
building and in that wall waa a gata. It waa hi# Job to keep paopla 
from running up toward# tha hoapital or kaap paopla out of tha 
hoapital who did not want to see tha doctor, who did not have any ear* 
tifloata of permission, but ha oouldn't do that aithar baoauaa thay 
ran hlai down. Ha waa than relieved and waa aant to blook ona aa an 
orderly. 

^ulta a faw tinaa In tha evening he h*I tha food dietrlbutlon 
and ha had to awaap tha barraoka with a broom. I on't know Ju#i 
how ha did it baoauaa I waa in thara vary seldom, baoauaa ihen 
Olnaohel waa in blook ona, 1 had bean rallaved already and I was 
working in tha atone quarry, dhen 1 oame there in tha evening to 
gat some food whan ha waa distributing tha surplua food which had bean 
dona prior to that by me, I saw several aoanas, for instance, that ha 
would step out of tha barraoka with hia whistle and thay would run 
him down. 

4 vtio would run him down? 

A The prlaonara. f n a Saturady evening I saw him oome out cf 
tha kitchen. Ha ha a board on hia shoulder whloh ha was holding with 
his right hand. Cn this board whioh waa the so*oailed ration board 
waa tha margarine whloh waa designated to be distributed for the 
prlaonara in blook one. 3ome prisoner tr'pped him and ha fall down 
, on tha rolloall square and of onurso all tha margarine waa smashed. 

Other than that I don't know anything to say about Olnaohel,

A I oan't say that anyone even talked about Olnaohel. Mat

Q While you were a prisoner in *'lossenburg did you ever 
know a nan by the name of Raymond MaurerT 

A Yes. 

*4 Mi at was the nature of your aoquaintanoe with Raymond 

Maurer la Flosssnburg? 

A It has been a long tine ago* in January or February 1944 
when I first talked to Usurer* Befors that 1 didn't know hia* 

Maurer oame to me and told me about Miahoff* He oame to me aad 
el eared up this NiMioff deal but at that tine the $3 had already 
ocnduoted investigations and it was found out that Hlshoff and 
Iuebler alone had oarrisd out t is deal. At a later time he again 
'earns to ae and told ae that was a man on hia bleok* an Austrian* one 
who was brutal against his fellow prisoners and who put the pressure 
on them whenever they reoeivsd packages. 1 oailed this prisoner 
aad asked hlai about h.s eonduot towards his fallow prisoners* After 
I fbund out that Maursr was oorrset in his stateaisnt* I bo# this 
prisoner up* Othsn/lss* I didn't sse Maurer or did not bsoomo a friend 
of his* That was the only time I really saw him*

A I clapped him a few times good and properly in the faos* 

Q Miat do you mean — good and preperlyf 
A I mean I didn't hit any too slowly* If I report him* he

That is the wary least he will get* It was a prlnolple of mine not to 
report anyone*

Q *p. Mathei, during the course cf your examination, you have

A I believe that I a* oorreot awl that 1 oen give a true 
pleture of the altuatloa to the oourt. 

4 Bxplala that to the court. 

A Aooordlng to the general obeervatlon not only by *e but by 
othere alee, the Poles didn't like the Hussisns, the Poles didn't 
like the Prenohaen. The Csechs like the ^aslans. The Buesiaaa 
didn't like the Poles* the Italians were invidious Individ els 
generally. The Yugoslavs didn't like the Poles. It wee an ever¬ 
lasting ftffit there and after working hours in the evening Aen there 
was free tine, you oculd always see certain groups be together. They 
always beat themselves up and even stabbed themselves with self 
fabricated knives made out of duraluminum, the airplane metal* 
tvery prisoner reoelvsd a winter overooat end sweater. Svery cnee 
in e *ile the rolleall leader would spot oheok the prisoners. The . 
prisoners would have to be in their blooJcs, open their Jackets and he 
weuld see If they had their sweaters on. It was peeuliar that the 
husslana Actually always had sweaters and the Italians al*ost never 
had any, llther they told it on the black market or others stole it 
fro* then and ihsy sold it on the blaoJc market. It was a h el ter 
belter situation. It was Impossible to find your way around beaauee 
the eemp wee so overcrowded, so that you did not know any iadivldual 
person. It was only'theft and blaok marketing and so forth. Siet la 
all I have to say.

In the 
prisoner's warshruts there were two Russian PR's and one Oerman. In 
the prisoner's kitohsn there were 35 people only oooks she worked 
there. There were six to eight Germans. The others wars foreigners, 
fixoept fbr two orderlies, all the rest of than were fbrelgners. 38 
barbers wsre three Germane. The others were foreigners. The prisoners 
dentist was a foreigner who was here in the witness ahair. His name 
was Trupp. Generally everywhere in every position vherever you 
looked were aostly foreigners and if you wanted something speolal 
that you oould not gat by requisition from the S3 for the oamp, you 
would have to go to these people. l ho distribution of brooms, soap 
and any oleanlng material was up to the man *ho was in the witness 
ohalr hers, Pletanek » Cteoh. He was in charge of that. I should 
like to tell tne oourt that all of these men who accused me nere mho were 
witnesses committed some kind of a violation against their own fellow 
prisoners or made their statements hers out of hatred. I should like

Herde who ie now in the epeoial oamp here told me at one time -• 1 
don't know whether it 1 a an aotual fact — 1 didn't eee it — but he 
told me ! once hat he went bade to. the warehouee where the oabbage 
was stored and that he sat down inbut wee n the oabbage barrel a* A 
,Russian prisoner who had left his blodc at night hid in this oabbage rooa 
end took one handful of sourkraut. Herds shot him to death right there 
where he wae* She next morning at roll call* the hospital was 
immediately Informed about it and 1 went beck there with two male

nurses am) a liter to pi ok this men up* The two male nurses arrived 
at this spot maybe a minute before I did. Then Herde said, "He le 
still alive, 1 will shoot him ones more so you a an save your bandaging 
material"* Besides that I picked out of the bocks here all prisoners 
by the name of Marti nek because the proseoutloa witness Bonnelaer 
stated that I had beaten a prisoner by the name of Martinak so 
severely that he had died from it* Also the Franohman Croise whom 
I allegedly beat to death with a plok le still alive. All these 
people-ere alive, 

I should like to talk about the oaae about which the Cseoh 
Kamenek talked* There was no breskfast whatsoever on dUnday for any 
prisoner* In February 1944 the wall behind blook 11 broke down and 
pushed in the whole rear end of the blook. I asked some prisoners 
who were mesons if they eould not put this wall up again on Sunday 
(Xathoi - dreot)

And then prisoners would coos rather often 
to tha hospital with a hole in his head, but would say that hs got 
it In work in the iuarry. 

Q Was it forbidden for a prisoner to state that ha had re¬ 
ceived that lnjui7 as a result of a beating? 
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A That was sot forbiddan to than. 

Q As t wanner of practice, ian’t It a fact that prlaonara 
did not say that they had received thair injury aa a raault of a 
beating? 

A No, m I know tha prlaonara froa Flosssnbuig, I would may 
that If prlaonara had received an Injury aa a raault of being boat an, 
thaor would certainly hara aald where they got It* 

Q What would happen to a prisoner who eta tad that ha had baan 
baaten by a eapoT 

A To a prisoner? Nothing would have happened to tha prisoner* 
Tha oapo would hara baan punished and relieved of his duties, and 
tha oapo would hara thought trios before ha hit a prisoner again. 

Q Do you know of any instances other than tha one you dee- 
orlbed idiara oapo# ware relieved for alatraatnent of prlaonara? 

A I know of this one Incident of oapo Zianer which I 
deserlbed* 

Q Other than that ana Inatanoe, do you know of any others? 

A I can't answer that question so quickly) I'd hara to think 
about it. 

■ Q Wall, let aa ask you thia—whsn you testified on Oiesalaan's 
aaoaainatlan that ana prlaonar beat another to death, do you naan that 
one of those prlaonara was a capo?

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Om was a Pole; the other ms a Qarrntm and I ms with Major JOhnabsl 
In bloolc 50 and ths prisonsrs complained that thasa paopla wara 
f beating than. Major Jehnabal himself boat thasa too paopla in 

creation, and had that immediately relieved of their duties. In 
fast. It ms a particular waaknaus of Major Johnabal that whenever 
a prisonar ms baatsn severely and had visible affects afterwards, 
or had later trouble in the hospital. Major Johnabal would always 
report* 

Q Is it not a foot that the reason thasa prisoners tore up 
the blankets teas to maka feat rags because'the/ didn’t have an/ 

shoes? 

A Prisoners always had shoes* 

Q Wall, what ms the occasion of the prisoners tearing up 
the blankets to asks footwear? 

A The blankets wara not principally tom up to make foot 
rags, but in order to oaks clothing for the upper part of their 
bodies* 

U Tall you testified thio morning here, did you not, that 
Qissalaan had beaten these prisoners for tearing blankets for the 
purpose of asking foot rags? Didn't you so testily this morning? 

< A Tee, but 1 didn't add than whan 1 said that that tha 
principal reason was to provide clothing for the upper part of their 
bodies* If you allow, Mr. Prosecutor, I would Ilka to doseriba to 
you very shortly how they did that with tha blankets* (indicating) 
They muld put,three holes in the blanket and put their head and 
arms through and draw the blanket on thee*

(Mathol - Redirect)

hospital* They didn't get any breakfast. Captain Klr- 
sammer, the ehlef of the administration arranged that 
order* 

q At what hour was that breakfast to whieh you 
refer usually served to the prisoners? 

A The treakfaat for the people inside the camp 
was given out towards 8t$0 or toward 9 o'clook, and for 
the people who worked in the quarry and department 8004, 
they got their breakfast by means of a truck* It was 
carried out to then. 

Q Now in the process of your examination you 
spoke of so-called stool pldgeons who were planted In 
the oanp to make reports on you. Did the reports that 
those particular Individuals make pass through your 

hands as oanp eldest? 

A No, of course not because If they had, I would 
have torn then up. As soon as I beoane camp eldest, I 
said to all the block eldeets, "We will have no reports 
made”, and In the evening I had the capos fall In behind 
the kltohen and I said the sane thing to then. If 
reports were nade on the details outside the oanp, I 
couldn't do anything about then, and if reports wer# 
nade Inside the oanp without ny knowing about It, 
naturally I oouldn't do anything about them either, but 
It was a principle of nine not to pass any reports on. 
But the people In the oanp who nade reports gave then 
inaedlately to the rolloall leader and I couldn't say 
to the nan — please give me the reports bask. 

Q You stated that there were post nortens per¬ 
formed In eases of aooident. Do you reoall whether any 
(Mathoi - Redirect) 
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of those post nortems involved prisoners coming from the 
stone quarry? 

A Yes* For Instance, I remember one oese two or 
three men were Injured by the chain on e crane. The crane 
was lifting stones and the individual parts of the chain • 
each one was as long as a man’s arm and those fragments 
of the chain flew off and crushed the men. 

Q Do you know what particular quarry these men 
were working In at the time of this aooldeat? 

A I believe It was block one. 

Q in what year were thosef 

A *44. 

Q You stated on oross examination that you 
beat Russian.prisoners who had stolon packages with a 
rubber hose. Will you tell court when that par¬ 

ticular Incident oeourred? 

A That wasn't a particular lnoldent. That con¬ 

sisted of a number of lnoldents. That often happened. 

I know of some people and they were Osmans not foreigners 
who were hanged beeause they merely stole a pair of 
trousers. If X had reported one of these people and told 
the facts that In a black-out he had attacked one of his 
comrades and stolen his package away fron him, he eer- 
tainly would have come to the gallows. If I hadn’t made any 
report and hadn't beaten a prisoner either, they would 
have come and said, "The oamp eldest saw this Incident 
and why didn't he suike any report?" The man gets away 
with impunity. 

Q low, Mr. Mathoi, you stated that this ooeurred 
during black-out.

Soehner, wen transferred. Ha hss already paid for his tmd deeds* A 
hand grenade 'Moh he couldn’t hndle tore off both of hie hands -'nd his 
lower Jaw* He 111 le In rone hospital today* 

Th» old 95 was sent gray ani the 59 reaerV* arrived* **ople from 
all kinds of rrofbasions, People who brought alone: -ox%- certain unchr- 
etandlrg with thee. It at, of ow », helped to better ths general 
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quarrta[ n s discontinued. the very stone quarry that caused us so much 
pain in wintertime b«c*u»e of the cold and hardship of work* The 
armament factories were activated and with those the prisoner* had a. 
chanoe to work- under a roof* They were not subjected to the open air 
any wore oo thut was better also* 

Row canes the contrast, ,of.course, which was the food* 1h» 
food reduced tremendously during this ;>eriod* Nothing of e rirfit sort

The gates warn 
locked, the doors were locked and thgr war* told, "Now see how you dan 
got along*" Only those .‘IS usn wont into the casg> who had to go inside 
under all draws* tanoss and who definitely had business in there* Other 
than that noon* else would enter any More* 

he did not receive any help froa the admin let ration or from the

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Each block had unemployed people, and outside oi‘ unos wno 
were unemployed, there were shout 100 to 1^0, with tho exception of the

All of these peoplp were starved and those who could move wore just one 
crowd and all of a sudden they attaoked theso food vessels and before 
I knew it 1 was witting in the middle of the soup rpd everyone was on 
the ground like animals lickin* the soup. 

Thoo* ore pictures you will never forget in all ypur life. 

Later on this meas was pushed,bock « little, a barricade was 
put up and they were let out one uy one and th^oe who were able to 1V ‘ 
walk received their food froa the vessels and to thoee who were ly>nr 
around tho food was brought. I'dny a mau who wno oating in the laundry 
th*t day ate hi.T.aelf to death because human bo inf • in this oondition ( 
should be fod very slowly. 

I should like to briefly touch the subject of the camp 
administration curinr all those years. >e had four camp commanders 
during all that time. Unst of than* came from the i'+ aa I have described 
it. This word iiS meant, during the tires of hitler. Fight Protection 
Squadron. Later on hitler took tha ol * Qamanic Insignia of victory 
because it looked like an SS insignia n n .i f *vo it to the SS. 

Tho first coc^mder wra fteisenbora, the son of *n habitual 
drunkard fr»> l rankfurt-Am-Uain. He had grown up without a mother, wes 
then e gue>-d in a prison, in Kiel* Than, of course, took th* chance 
to be promoted in the SS. he took fits of rage and he waa such >n animal 
•a wg hed there seldom. Finally he committed suicide. He shot himself 
to death. ' 
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of nueher ; ":#ld, Koch. The shot ..hich b'elsonbom fired through hit own 
head helped Koch to 11-e a few wore yusrs. Later on he wet o-r'd'-mned, 
by hit own SS f w ertbeftelaent end other fch'nga, to doeth. 

The ntrt commander wet funtsler.' Euntslor vim • former sergeant, 
steff sergeant, from the Army of tho Welmsr Republlo. When he arrived 
he g*ve u« the Impression f being t soldier end ell if e had silent 
hope that he would be e reel officer. Three or four weeks later he had 
pushed to the ground already by the rest <if the SS. Me could hardly 
be teen any sore, and whenever you saw Mu ha w*a drunk* 

The next contender wat Sllle* Sllle who had been a bak'r entered 
the SS ae a reoruit end later on rename the oormmdtnt. A am«ll man 
with the gestures of e (•i’*** rven. Wot at any time oould e prisoner 
dero to addrenti hiw. 17a .vould hive Jumped into hie fa-'e. 

'Che nert man was goegel who haa boe.o deacrihad here previously 
as o nan who had bean punished before wns to 8«<y with on© word an 
animal, beist* He wee for himself only. The suam way he conducted 
himself towa-ds tho prisoners he conducted himself towards his o*mp 
leaders and hit SS* An equally bad man eb that tine was the man who

wns always present, Bsumpartnir, tho Adjutant. flsungnrtnor was at least 
a man who could retd and write. But he wne the men who'dodged every 
aerrioe with a weapon in his hand* Any time a drafting commission 
• srrived there he had oithor rheumatism or wss wslkin- on a can*. After 
the commission had loft lie was hoalthy again. I don't think that therm 
' was any prisoner at all Who had not > t one tine or other reoelved a 

beatihr by Baumgartner with his fists. 

An equally honorable men whs the political cowniatar fsssbsnder. 
Fessbendmr wns sent to the concentration camp as th»t official end he 
wea sent by the district attorney for the complaints f the prisoners*

Juatio* had handed out the w rioua sentences in th*k owner they sent 
an offioial to each aetap to sort of protect tha prieoi er* fro any 
such violations. This job, of course* wait in *12 other concentration 
owapa, but 1 took note about Hosaonburg* it was used Just in s 
contrary manner as it was intended to be* !i n himself took aver the 
politloal seotion in Flossenburg* He himself had been *n 3A leader 
and rweeivwd then an S3 rating oi’ First Lieutonent* The deoiuijaa ( 
ot any prisoners were in the hands of tnls nan* 1 only know of two 
who have been released. One ol' than was the mea who wen with 
Peasbender ae hie hangman, A truolc on which waa mounted e gallow in 
which they drove out into the public to hand people* Hi« name la Moeer. 

He waa released to the Gestapo in Xwfemburg. 

An interpreter whoao name I don’t know anymore was also released 
to the r.estapo by recoaaendetlon of Kesabeucer* 1 don't know hie name 
smy wore* 

There was another sun by the name of flchotter, Jax, who was in 
charge of th* stone quarry* Ka unloaded his conscious tremendously in 
the stone quarry and hia honorable successor was duettige* 

The administrative leader Brennets the predtoesaor of JUreessaer* 
Re hed «11 kinds oi means on hand out at that time the food waa good 
and therefore 1 can’t Ssy anything reproaching about B renneta* E* was 
a rental nil, but that he couldn’t help. 

At the seme time we nad three camp leaders. The first one wae 
Aumeinr* !te was a man who was khunni g work* de didn't like his 
profession any more and Joinsd the 3S* As small as he was, he was t small 
man consisting of skin and bones* as terrible he wre* 

Th* m*n who came after him w e koehner whom I have already 
desoribed. Soehner wee a men without any inhibitions* hen i say thrt 
he beet me up daily with the excoptlon of Sunday end Holidays J want to 
state that he had different things to do on Sunday and Holidays* lie 
(Gleselmen-d ireot) 
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held his usual courts in the orderly room on the Sundays and holidays. 

In ofeiter words he ha. . one detail after the othor come in jund best them 
up. It was «n 0 J.pl"incble thing many people ran Into the wire because 
of desperation. 

I am describing ore oese. The oaae of • barracks oomnando, 
l can't quite reramber hie neme now. This drtPilhnd received a bucket 
of marmalade from the SS. It was forbidden for the £»S t» five any- 
thing to j-rijoners and the prisoners were forbidden to take anything 
from the JP. This detail hed done something inside of the SS barracks 
and hed received this marmalade as e gift. Ihe Capo wes Jtruno Holski, 
that wes hie n-^o, lie distributed this asrmsleds among the prisoners 
and one of the $5 spies, whose pares have been mentioned here already, 
talked about it* / *v 

This normal thing was, of course, something for Soeltner so that 

he best up the whole detail on Sunday, including the Ce:.e. The Cepo wes 

supposed to squeal an the SS rr.f>n who had given him this bucket of 
aiermaldde. Hw refused (.gain end wet beatm up again. finally he ran 
eway froac Soehner. He ran up behind block 7 ana a aired the guerd who 
was there to shoot Kin to death. The guard et this tower did not 
shoot. Iloltki ran over to the next tower, Ke climbed into the wire end 

asked again for it, "nd then he was shot to deoth. Soehner who had 

suddenly missed Hol3ki w«»ht over end ki lced Jlolski and said, "That pig 
Is deed."

Vow you have to also mention it, in oonaootlon with this 
leader's oorpa, and 1 aaid leader* • oorpa, tha leardor ling* Ring, 
who waa ollad tha Jaana of tha troops, by hla own troops, waa in 
oharga of tha lnatruotiona given to tha S3 awn and to tha now arrival a* 
King la guilty of hawing lnoitad tha now arriving young M. In hit 
cosmopolitan lnatruotiona ha gava to thoaa young Sf an who arrived— 
ha told than how to ahoot ua, what tarrlbla people warn inaida tha 
concentration eanp* Ha warnad than always to do thalr ddty and not 
to talk to anyone of then, and how thay wara to aonduat thaaaalvwa 
aa far as shootings naar tha wira wara oanoarnad and as far as thalr 
conduct towards ua waa onneamad* I nysslf hasrd tha lnatruatlona ha 
gava in tha no vis housa whlla I waa In tha operator's box liataning 
to thaaa instructIona. 

Thaas young guards, who had basn brought thara whana vwr tha 
old onaa wara not triggar happy any nora, wara polsnuod by hin right 
a way. 

Adding to this, I h-ve to talk about tha doctors. Doctor 
YsdUtr was on# of than* who dlsragardad any prisoner* Doctor Schnabel 
waa always drunk. 

That waa tha leader's oorpa in flosaenburg and tsday 1 am 
aooussd of having ontarad tha aoauaon daalgn with than. 

Talking oontonptfully about thaaa paopla 1 do havw to do ana 
■an honor, and th t la Do tor Badsr. This Doetor fad or and hla wifa 
ara balnp honored by any priaooar of any nationality or priaanar of nay 
kind# Ra had to laava his job too soon* unfortunately, and waa sank 
to tha front linos*

1 should Ilka to explain tha diffarwnt triangles* 
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first. one camp had the so called red triangle* If the po nt 
«f the red triangle wea pointing down, th«t neeat Protective Custody 
Prisoner* The-a w-<s the red triangle with the point up* There was 
a ao culled PA with Protective Custody Prisoners from tha Wehnaaoht* 

Thera eras the gram' trianrle with the point down* That wee the ao-oalled 
Preventive Frlaoner. 

I should like to eorrect myself here* In the beginning I 
stated that 7 h«d a greer. trlengle with the point tip* 1 had a green 
triangle with the point down* I wee a preventive custody prisoner* 

Thre was t black triangle that meant not socially fit for 
the Setoh. The’•e was n br-wn triangle which meant not socially fit 
for the comunlty.

There was only one category—the green ones with the point up. 

Those Security Custody 
Prisoners who only arrived in crap in *(±3 were the only prisoners who 
had bean Santana.d by regular court end ssnt to concentration campfor 
thalr security custody. 

Bornea aueh as polltlosls, or red ones, or groan ones, or 
habitual orholriola wore only inaugurated by the SB Police.

I deecribod the lenders here, the lender rroup end I do have 
to etrte th"t I do not hnte these people end I do not hate these people 
here because I am much to oelm end too sober a men as th*t I mould 
know hatred.

They 
died of it because h threw thaw into bod, topsther with their lico. 
Just before t!vo camp was evacuated my ruasian orderly, * prisoner of 
war, told me about that. 

Gola maintains that l*>. Hermit* had me come into the hoepltal 
and there ave me a warning. Dr. Behodta never had me cane into tho 
hospital, and Dp. ftohmito never warned mo.

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And then tiwtro waa talk about the boys who bad to sleep In the

A I have known uttner since 1937* I learned to know hi* in 
'Juchenwald* And then oatsweau the years *38 and ’1*1 I know hi* in 
Floeaenburg* All this time lie was a barber* In tiw camp he wee still 
mare run down then he is now. He always lad light duties in the camp) 
he always had light work to do, ea my work to do as a barber because he 
had a rupture of the testicle and a hernia, which didn't allcw him to 
do any lard work* When the first Poles arrived in Floesentorg I 
learned to know uttner more closely because the leader of the 
protective ustody camp always shouted at tattner, "You Poladc, there 
ere your fellow countrymen^" uttner did me a favor by telling the

Anti then my block, block 19, came up with the mortality number of 
thirty.

And frorr. than an tbs 
mortality rate increased sharnly, The oteT blocks where teo sick 
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people were quartered hade considerably higher Mortality rate* In 
bloek 23 , which waa the block for new arrival*, the mortality rate 
waa ao high that we couldn't get a good look at It.

Sendrovlos kad bladder trouble, and wet 
kls bed. I notioed tkat beoause there was a penetrating 
stink coning out of th' comer and I asked tke orderly 
to see whetker someone kad dirtied kls bed. They searched 
kls bed. They searched through all tke beds and they 
found tkat tke sheets In Sendrovloa* bed were rotted. Mot 
only that but under the sheets In tke bed he kad relieved 
himself during tke night and he had hid the excrement 
under the covers theme. 

I protested against that. I demanded another 
bed or else they w ould have to take Semdrovios away 
from me. But the elerk who had charge of wing "B" was 
of a different opinion. He had Sendrovlos oarry his 
things out to tke open air and let tke* dry out and he 
kad to take tke excrement, hold it In kls arms and stand 
up In front of the block and everybody who passed him 
going In or out of the block kad to soke sauoy remarks

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to him* I wouldn t like to repeat these remarks because

That was his punishment for what he did.

He would lick 
out the kettles with Vp ."Infers and leave the‘kettles 
standing In front of the block. Wker., on Svjnday, the 
kettles wor* standing In front of the blocks as usual, 
and the block cldeut struck suvl kicked mo and asked mo 
whj Uto kettles kedu't b >«n curled Into the kitchen T 
answered hln thst Soadruvlo* wsb the one supposed to take 
care of tho kettles cue ha was being paid for that work. 
a tt went got the son, beat him a few tlj2es In the faoe 
ar.d Sendrovlcs had to carry the kettles away. He had 
him Itunedlately relieved of his duties. 

Ho wao acre &t me because he got 2 or 3 extra 
liters of food for that wer k. 

4 fid you ever have any other kt.id of trouble 
with Sendrovlcs? 

A The third trouble I had with him was rather 
Insignificant. 

On Chrlat.aau of *44 ay children sent me a 
valuable sweater. 1 took this sweater into bed with me 
at night In ord^r* to keep It from being stolen* That 
was in tills month of March* But one night the sweater 
wau stolen out of utj bed. X was upset and I hunted for 
my sweater. 

Several Jews who knew xm told me that Seudrovlca

He beat rae In the face he was so angry and 
made remarks about me. Then my patients wns lest and 
I went after him. But the block clerk Jumped in between 
and gave us both blown in the face. He told hi* to 
k*ep quiet and asked him whether he wanted to insult me. 
Then the block clerk made the decision how he would be 
punished and I s&id to bin, "You have already hit hi* 
a few tinas to the face. Thct is enough. The main 
thins la that I got my sweater baok." But the eleric 
still punished him by ordering Kim to olean up tKe 
toilets for the nest two weeks. There were 800 men 
in the block and the toilet was V'ry often dirty.

be given over to the mayor or police of the villages, that 
was the last order we heard and than la the evening we marched 


Q Daring the time you ware in dchwardeafeld will you 
explain to the court what shootings oeearredt 

A Z did not aee any shootings in dohwardenfel d« Z did 
not observe any because Z was away from the transport. Z was 
away from the transport two or three hours and Z sew the strafing 
attacks constantly coming down at the train, and in the evening 
Z came back to the transport, from the spot where Z was standing 
Z could about estimate what they ware attacking, and Z found out 
later that their target was the transport train. Zt was attacked 
ct least 10* 12 or 14 times, and Z saw that as soon as one squadron 
e t etrafers loft another one would cans. Then 1 same beck across 
the meedew, and whnt happened then 1 don't know. 
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Xp/4/4* 4 Iws Schwerdanfeld whs a did you go? 

A from ibis point on 1 must mention Captain tyieblo 
took over tba transport, this foot marsh.

% Vbsra did you aarab on this transport? 

A 2 didn't march with tba column at all* I want on * 
ahead with a sergeant and wa looked far quartern, than 1 sane 
beak and stayed at the rear and whan wa got back wa found out 
wa would not ba able to reaoh tba village any more and it was 
said that tba prisoners wara gradually getting tired. Tba 
sergeant asked them if they would Ilka to take a break and 
they all aeld yws, and than tba prisoners wsnt into this forest 
next to n esqyccu ball than, they stayed there until the ant 
morning nt * o'aloek. At 4 o'clock in the morning the strafing 
flyers found us again and they flaw back and forth over our 
beads. The sergeant saidi "It la getting dangerous bare, wa 
will taka tba prisoners deeper into the forest." and wa want 
deeper into the forest. It was around 6130 and I wsnt to this 
Roumanian sergeant and aaksd if 1 could not go into the village. 

At 6130 1 wont into tba village with Herbert HI miner and stayed 
in tba village, bid out there until 9 o'el oak in tbs evening*

which X bed received in Jlosmabbsg began bo become

2 asked him to give ae 
a certificate eo that'! could get into a hospital* Be 
gave n Bed Cross nurse an order* Ae bandaged ne and wrote 
ggW a certificate which was valid for the hospital in 
Numbers* Then Z stayed there until 9 o’clock in the even¬ 
ing. I heard that there was beer in the village* so I went 
on to a tavern and bought eons beer. After I had bean in 
there 2 heard a trmapling outside and 2 looked and there 2 
saw the transport coalr* up. As luck would bve it thia 
sergeant came then and saw as. He reproached ne because X 
had acid X would coon back in o.e hour and now it was al¬ 
ready 9 o'clock in the evening. X showed bin ay certificate 
and ha saidi *0*K> That is all right.* Then 2 asked bin 
whether 2 could not go to the hospital as quickly as possible* 
but 2 still had to go along. 

X wont along about 50 netsijsp and X pretended X was very 
tired*.

After six weeks a Polish Jew came and asked if I had 
been in Flosaenburg ana I said rt yee"* He said that I 
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had been a decent man in Flossehburg and he praised me* 
And at four o'clock in the afternoon he came in an auto- 
mobile with four Americans and three other Jews and he 
lied to the Americans and said I had been an SS man* 

They tore the shirt off ray back and beat and knocked rue 
down to the ground and ordered me to climb into the car* 

I remember exactly what the Jew said to me then* I still 
remember he aaid f "You live for Just one hour at the moat 
then I take a bath in your blood*" 7 . had to lie on the 
floor of the automobile with my face downward* As long 
os I was in the oar — about twenty minutes — I was 
kicked by feet and beaten with the butts of rifles until 
I lost my oonsoiousneso* They brought me to tbe American 
headquarters and looked me up in the Jail without any 
authorization of the Americans* The Jews did it on their 
own. They looked me up in a cell where there was also - 
another prisoner of Flosseriburg* We bad to take off all 
our clothes, and wo were beaton with a riding whip un¬ 
til ray oomrade was bleeding on all parts of the body, 
and I was the same way. They didn't take any regard of 
the faot that I was an invalid. I had to got my clothes 
on and go outside into the woods. They gave me a shovel 
and said that I should dig my own grave* They stood me 
up against a tree, I had to raise my hands in the air, 
and as luck would have it then, an American offloer earns 
by and he ordered that they bring me back where I be¬ 
longed* They brought me back to the prison and then 
an Ameriean officer Interrogated me because he saw I 
waa an invalid.

A I didn't see Sllrerberg at all la the ear or anywhere, 
Sllrerberg was a Pole. Aeeordlag to what they said, ws didn't 
hare aay Poles la the ear. 

Q What happened to Sllrerberg? 

A X saw Sllrerberg for the first tin hers ca the wlthess 
staad. 

Q Caa you give the court any Idea of the aatloaality of 
the prisoners who west fron Flosseabarg to Q e ay teok er with you? 

A There were Koeelaae, Fruaofansa, Checks. There were alao 
a few Qersaaa along. ^ 

Q What tine of day did you arrive at Ckuqfeeker? 

A Wo arrived at Quicker between six and six thirty, or 
beteeen six and seven. 

Q la the noralag or the evening? 

A Xh the evening. 

Q Vpea your arrive! at Oanp&eker to what work were you 
first assigned? 

A First of all ee had to thoroughly clean up the airplane 
halls vfelch were put at out disposal. First of all ee had to 
repair the roof then ee had to tee that ee got hold of son 
strew because there was nothing at all In the airplane halls 
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and above all ths airplane hangar was cold md damp. And then 

we put up a barbed wire fenoe — entanglement, around the hangar, 

Q Will you explain to the court just what was dene In the 

line of v«rk by the own who went to Gaiyfaeker with you? 

A There were various details set up — a fanner detail, 

and then there was a detail In Landau which was put up to erect 
* 

telegraph poles. There was also a coanando In Deggendorf and 
the rest of us stayed In the airplane field and worked there. 

C How long did you continue to ck> this work of fixing up 
the hangar and making ready the place where you were quartered? 

A . We worked through the whole night. All we Germans were 
called'to do work and tivsro were also bomb foreigners among us. 
And oh the 26th of February I had an accident and had to go to 
the hospital. And I stayed in the hospital until the 12th of 
April. 

Q ’..here was the hospital located? 

A Just a second — it was ths 12th of March. 

Q .here was the hospital located? 

A That was located inside the airplane hangar. We had a 
small place partitioned off and we brought our sick people there. 
Q Hot; long did you ronaln In the hospital yourself? 

A X worked in tho hospital until the 12th of April, 1945. 

Q Hot/ long were you actually a patient there? 

A Until toe 10th or 12th of March I was at the hospital 
myself as a patient. 

* 

0 Then explain to the court what you mean when you eay you 
worked there until the 12th of April, 1945? 

A On the 10th of March when I was supposed to be released 

from the hospital the Csech doctor oame to me e«n said hs didn't 
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bar* anyone to help his and aaked that I stay «*d give hi* a help¬ 
ing hand in the hospital, and I told hi* I was ag r eeable to that if 
the loadar of tbs oanp and tha caoaando laadsr would agree to it* 

And, of course, wa had vary sick peopiytn tha hospital with various 
illnesses who had to be helped. 

Q Now what work did you do 1* tha hospital? 

A Usually all I did was wash tha nick people, that is, those 
people who couldn't help tha*aelTos and t$ey would dirty their bode 
and they were not capable of standing up and washing themselves. 

Q Now during tha tins that you wars in Oaiybeker working in 
the hospital, did you know how wauy people died? 

A Yes. There are, of course, prisoners who die because of, 
serious illnesses. We had people there who died of serious p*eu*o*la, 
4 of dysentery, and then wa had people there who ware already half 
frosea whan they arrived cu other transporta. 

Q During the tine you worked In tha hospital, Eisbnseh, 
did you haya any people brought in who had bee* injured in say way? 

A Yes, 1 know of cap ease. There was a crane on the air 
field and the basket of tha crane which was up in tha air fell dean. 
It broke off fie* the chain and one of the prisoners happened to 
get in the way of this basket. And then wa had seriously womded 
people who had been shot at during strafing attacks la OsyUcb sr — 
those who suffered injuries la a strafing attack. 

Q What kind of work was being dene by the people who ware 
working around this crane? 

A They ware on tha concrete grinder, and the ground con¬ 
crete they had to take over to the airplane fields. And this 
crane was used to throw the send into the ceaeat grinder. As bad 
luck would have it, a oouple of prisoners ware pusKing their little 
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c/*r under tha crime at that moment and the basket broke off and 
dropped down on to them. 

0 Do you know how mny people died due to accidental causes 
during tjio tiro you worked in the hospital? 

A ax the 20th of April, 1V45, we hac, of course, the cost 
severe air attack in OaiyrfHckor. e novor saw anything like it in 
February, »nd there were eight to nine prisonerr in one hall who 
wore killed by the detonation of five bombs, becanrx; the air field 
had been attacked by sixty or seventy heavy bombers and at the 
firot attack the throe non died, and at the second attack rt noon 
wo dlcn , t know which my to go and u nurdeer of priscr.ero went ever 
to the airplfuies to 3eokr shelter, but a3 bad lucg v*ould have it, 
tte airplanes were attacked, The airplane immediately caught fire 
T/hon It wes attacked and the u,imunition detonatod and shot off in 
all directions. 'nd, o' course, five more prisoners were wounded 
in that accident. And, of course, they worn brought to the hos¬ 
pital — those who weren't yet dead. Cut, of course, it didn't 
la3t long, Cf course, ill i-ho prlvonern dlod noon, boo-meo,- of 
courao, they wore attacked too neveroly,

Q ITlth regud to thin puniahrrnt detail that ym have ju: t 
Broken about, hot *,ere the pri.sonero designated for that detail? 

A ..ith tlie ;,tmi ehrent con any? 

Q Yea. 

A This tae up to the ca^p. The leader of the protective custody 
department, Frltcch, took care of that. You can't oo^-are that in the 
re oVat cense with ry detail} it didn't have anything to do with ny detail. 

Q Did you ha'e any connection of any kind, at any time, with thla 
punlahaent detail? 

A The connection with that sac dissolved In 1943. 1 wae at'11 a 
atone cutter. I myself opent a day In this punishment company. The 
block clerk vae supposed to go out there and they cent me lnrt-ad. That 
was on a Sunday that the block clerk had to go to t>*o puni absent coufany 
where they rare building a pond. He didn't go so I had to go in hia 
atead. The \ay It was In a punishment com any was this» Some people 
oould stand it for on- day} so is people for the whole day} ar.d aotne 
people cci ld only last two hours. That is the »uy It sub lth the pun¬ 
ishment cemrajiyj but lr. tho trarsport detail, people hr,d It uch tetter 
t-'ian in t e quarry or the atone cut tern hails. A boy ten yearn old 
could have done the wor we did In the trnna ort detail with ease; It 
would have teen play for him. 

Q You stated that yea altays had charge of this transport dota‘1. 
'hat do you mean when you say that? 

A I had charge of that vntil the end of April 1944* 

Q that did you do at tiie end of April 1944? 

A Then I went to the factory manager, Schubert, one of the accused 
(Maurer-Direct) 4632 
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in thin case and aekrd him if he could not got ma off the trsnaort 
dat>ail and *ait me on the rood yard data 11. The trar ejvrt detail mas 
not rood for mo. The saall dotal lo of the clerical work ran unpleasant 
for mo. If X rent out with 60 people in tho morning I had to retort 
60 in the effort!ng and tharo mould be ouddon trartrfor order«. People 
whom the offeree o, the chief capo rant to me from C-l, I would per¬ 
sonally taka thane peojie back to Mm. I had to transfer the poorlo 
back into the atone ouarry as soon as mo didn’t have any v.ork to do 
for tho moment. I mould like to hear o prisoner come hare and accuse 
ma of having sent him into the ouarry for one hour. There ”«re days, 
tro or throe daya at a time Then there aan’t any rork for the transport 
detail to do at all. I hid the people and soft up guards and the . 
prisonera mould relieve each other at guard duty in order that ve rculd 
never be eurprleed. 

0 ’"hen did you take over this vood dota’l? 

A At tiie end of April 1944. 

Q Phere did this rood detail rork? 

A That mas in the factory. 

Q Did it have any connection at all with the transport detail, 

In any ray? 

A Mo. The mood detail, tho tra sport detail and a detail from 
the 0-3, which consisted of 15 Russian officers, they all -ent off with 
me to work. Whenever the rork details rare small, they p-t one to three 
of the* together, and they mould all have to go off to rork together. I 
wae only responsible for the number of men I shoved off rith in the morn¬ 
ing. I had to report them tack at night* 

0 T «ll, how many men, then, mould you take out in the mor ing? 

A That ell depended, "'hen, for inrtanee, there mould be ten 

to twenty nem arrivals, they mould go out rdth me to work in the 
morning. The Old work detail mould go on and the nejr arrivals mould 
stay and I mould have to take the* to the elerk’t office. 


(Usurer-Direct) 
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If I vent out rith a eertan number of men in the morning then I 
would h ve to go back in the evening vith thr pame number of men* 

Q How Ion. did yc” continue as cape of this rood detail? 

A Until the end* 

Q During the time you were in Floseenburg, uhat block did 
you live in? 

A Tiie first block I rent into van Dioak 14. That was the new 
arrival block. Utually v.e stayed there for tvo or three weeks* But 
ve only ntayed there for eight days because the block \as overfilled* 
Therefore we vere scattered n ong the other different blocks* The 
people were rent to this n?r arrival block in order to be instructed 
as to the vaye of the camp and oth r introductory subjects. Then I 
vent to block 6* There ras an acquaintance of mine there who had been 
there and he asked me rhat block I was going to, 1 said, "block 6"* 

He said, "Oh that is the hunger hlock"* re rere token in there* It 
was a habit of mine to rash in the morning and at night in the vash- 
room* I would suddenly have to hoar, ""c will surely >ake your oheet 
<nd your head smaller"* At that time, I weighed 76 kilos an : for that 
reason I just laughed. Ikit I forgot hot to laugh, from the time 
April until the end of Ifevember, I only weighed 49 kike. Food was 
toninsufficJent and the a cunt of verk that was demanded of you was 
too moh and the otlier things you rare constantly subjected to, so 
that at the end of Noverb r T v,sighed only 49 kilos. And then I 
reoeJved an infection in the lining of my ribs and was cent to the 
hospital where I stayed until the middle of January and vhen I left 
the hospital, I had a temper ture of 3^.5. And then I vent to ths 
convalescent vard where I Immedlate’y had to take a cold bath, 

MR. UUKAji Let the record show that the defendant fohubert 
has returned to ths doek, 

(witness continuing to answer*) 

A Ths next day, I had to suffer an infection of the throat, 
and I stayed there with this ailment in ths convalescent ward with 
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temperut^ree of 3?*5 to 40.5. I begged the.-# to take :.i* book 1o the 
hospital bit my request wus not approved# Around tho middle of 
February, I ms releasee' from the convalescent nurd* I got tetter 
tolerably, and t-hen rent back to the stone cotter’s hall* And then 
a tig chan e took place i I would suddenly move, — 1 rent from block 
3 to 9 to 10, and then back to 3 again* And this change continued 
until January 1944, until I ms ouartered permanently in block 5* 

Q Did you haw any duties in blook 5? 

A Hot at the beginning* It was around June or July when tho 
canp was becoming overfilled. 

Q Whnt year me it? 

A 1944* And then the leader of the protective custody 
department talked to the bloek eldest. They hod his approval to 
approvs the b ut rorkers of the v.ork details to help them inthe 
blocks. And then my block eldest Karl Grundna n, - he approved me 
to help him keep discipline and order in wing B of ^y block 5* But 
they only lasted, of course, rhsn I was in the block, because during 
tie time I t*s away at vork, 1 was out of the block* 

Q Now, in conn otion with your duties to help keep discipline 
In wing B, Just what duties did you perform? 

A There was very little and very muoh. There were people there 
who gathered lice in bottles or in tin cane. ’Tien they found a better 
bed than they bed, they would dump the lice in this bed. It didn*t~ 
m tter to them vin occupied the bed, whether it ves a Gorman, a Foie, , 
or who it was, tho only thing tlv.t mattered was if the bed vas better 
than tho one they had, and if it res, then they threv the lice in that 
bed. Then in this block there rare peojjle rho would go to other bod* 
and steal two, three or four blankots from other beds. They would stuff 
then into the stray mattresses and wait until tho lights wore out and 
then take the blankets out of t>» mattresses. 'Abe '.-ever the people looked 
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for tholr blanket*, they couldn't find them and as lone «• the light 
was burning they could not find the*. There was a prosecution witness 
here, a Frenchman, Lerognon, and he said that he went so far with 
one or two of his comrades as to fill a container full of human exert- 
sent and one or two wanted to place it under the bed of a Russian 
orderly In the dormitory* it night, — I had several beds in the day 
room —, we elept outside of the dormitory, — pne night I got out of 
my bed and oams to the door of the dormitory and Jurt at that moment, 
this Frenchman, Lerognon, came running along to the door* He said the 
Russians had attacked him* He didn't kno? what they ranted from him* 
They had beaten him* It was around elevsn or twelve o'clock at night* 

I called the Russian dormitory guard, one whose name was Vasil, to come 
to me end I was told that these Frenchmen ranted to put this container 
full of excrement under the bed, I asked what container end Just at 
that moment, Ivan came along and held this bottle under ay nose* And 
then I didn't know that to do, so then I gave him a slap, but I didn't 
beat him with ay fists, as he says, I gave him a couple of boxea on 
the ear with the open hand. And others had done it in their pants 
and in their shorts end put it in the other people's beds* They were 
too laay to go to the latrine and relieve themselves, so they would 
stand in the comer and piss in the corner. I vent to the oloek eldest 
and deaoribed these conditions to himj and I asked hia to see to it that 
better order would reign there* I told him the blankets wars already 
torn in small piseas. I begged him to ask a tailor to work through the 
night and repair the blankets) and I told him about the conditions, and 
dsscribed hor- the people threw the lioe into the lads* And in wing A, 
there were about 12 to 15 men who had a red triangle, and there was 
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4 or 3 of then who had these famous blua dots* They oaias fro* 
Saohsenhausen* they were the people who were severe politicals* 

To-day, these people are sitting, some of the*, in their court 
decisions* lew, I don’t understand to-day who was the greatest 
triadnalsi those with the red triangles or I adth the green one* 

When 1 told the block eldest about these conditions, he laughed* 

He said, •that la the say you talk) what business is it of yours, 
let the people orap out, that is none of your business) the nor# 
of the* that crap out, the better wo *111 have it." The*e people 
can eo*a in here to-day. They can say they didn't beat anyone) they 
can say that "those are the pe pie who let th’se poor devils, these 
hamless devils suffer in the block, let them go to the docks"* I 
used every bit of ay tine) I didn't have tine oven on days when the 
cigarettes were sold In the eanteen, to go and get ay 10 cigarettes, 
neither on week days or on ftindsya* When wo cam back iron work, 
during the woek, we had to go to roll eall and either we would have 
an air attack during the roll call or Immediately following it* 

A nd the number of prisoners Increased! At the beginning, we had 
300 prisoners and then we had J00, And than you had to give out the 
bread* The following rould give out the bread 1* nj blockl Kigendener, 
Otto Knsnerts, and 4jlolf Keener, who appeared here as a witness. The 
conditions beeam so bad that the block clerk himself had to give out 
the breed* If the bread wasn't stolen, then people would just ns* the 
sane number twice* E ery day it was helter-skelter and the bread had 
to be replaced end the people who gave out the bread had to pey f or 
what waa missing. And oven if there were only 10 portions stolen, they 
wore responsible for these 10 portions* And so we airays had trouble, 
nothing but trouble and annoyance. So I decided to talk over this 
giving out of the bread* And I said to the block eldest, "We will 
have to do it the way I an telling you to do it** As soon as ths 
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rail cell h«d ended, we *ent ty for ring* A end B, and fall In 
top that*, i n fV nt of the door. A Oeroan guard placed hlmaalf 
In front of the door in the corridor and in front of the rindon 
outeido of the block. The broad v*a placed on two tables, • tho 
bread portions were spread out on tho tatd.es and tho tables rare 
placed in front of tho entrance to tho dayroom. Then 1% started* 

■aob prisoner would oo^ie in, one at a tins, run past the table and 
grab Me bread sad have to go into the dornltery with it* And that 
naturally 'ent fast) in ten nlnutea, the whole block had received 
their bread portions. Jt» wne bread was stolen and nobody got 
double rations, because whoever went Into the dorwltory oould not 
cone out again because the guard v.e* standing there. I oannot see - 
any arise In that* 'hsn the Frenchman Malntai ne the bread was thrown 
at hi a,'he probably dropped his own broad and I don't sea any advantage 
la Me dropping Me own bread. And there can't bo any talk aboat thron¬ 
ing bread. Anybody known there was always Jan or sausage or aargarlno 
on the tread and therefore it was i possible to throt. it around* It 
often happened and It protably happened in this aaaa, that tha bread 
slipped out of Ms hand when he grabbed It at this treat pace* But X 
didn't h vs any tin# to fbol around »4th any of the prisoners beoans# 

I had to see to It that tho Job was dans* And then he nalntaias I 
onboasled sons Jan. If I had ranted, I oould have got hundreds of 
pounds of Jan for wyself. And then tho orderly already had the bread 
laid when wo got book In the evening. He hod got book and gotten it 
for us. The Jan was already spread 0(1 the broad and therefore It wen 
this v«y when I got there and I oould not eabesde any Jan* A nunbrr 
of these Incidents which I Jat described, — the fhet that ooee people 
got a fee slaps in the faoe, I don't deny, that I adnit* That I admitted 
during ny first interrogation) bit I never, never boat any nan with n 
hard object. Be aaintans that I beat up a Russian in the dornltosy witb 
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a foot-stool mad* of oak. That la not poaalbla. You could not sven 
beat anyone with your hand. Tha corridor* were about thia narrow. Each 
corridor was ao snail you had to go like thia .... 

Q Es tima te the width of tha oorridor in metres. 

A 35, — at tha -oat 40 cantiaatrce wide. 

Q till you explain to tha court what, if anything, you had to do 
with tha packages of the people who lived in wing B of your block at th# 
tin* you were helping the block eldeBt Maintain discipline? 

A It waa the aa~e thing with those packages, — th* naa* way as 
with tha bread. People stole, stole, stole, — orary day they would steal 
and steal again. Those Gernana of ua who wore there, v would always bo 
accused of having stolen packages. The foreigner* would accuse us of 
stealing then so that gradually we began to be afraid. Because at that 
tine, when you were scoured of something, never did they ask you whether 
you did it or not. Ton would just go ahead and get beaten. I asked the 
block eldest to let the block clerk exchange badges with ae in th* dormi¬ 
tory. I would take his badge and he would take wine. I got to bed one 
night rather late, around one o'clock. In the norning, a report waa made 
to ae that two lookers had been overhauled and they were not lockers with 
packages| they were the email lookers of tha Russians who had advantageous 
position* in th* eanp and were people who used their positions to save 
themselves up a little bread and other things. It was said, "Tha 
workman around Maurer sleeps in the day room and there Is still son* 
stealing in the dormitory". That r*a an embarrassing situation for no, • 
Th# next day, I told the people they could knock-off work earlier. I 
wont to ay bod, but instead of sleeping, I stayed awake. I was lying 
in ay bed when all of a sudden, the door of the dormitory opened and 
somabody sneaked out. I waa lying in bed like this, with ay eyes open. 
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I mw him standing there in front* 1 began to snore as thong* I ms 
sleeping* He tent out and stayed out t'lere arhile and then came back 
and stood in front of re to see If I roc nsloep or not. Then ho tent 
beak again. In the riddle of the day rooi there rap a stove, and in 
the space between this stove, this fireplace and the wall, there were 
two leakers eet up. It ms on the right side. Uy bed ms standing there 
in the left-hand corner* All I ocnld see ms how he disappeared lehlnd 
the lookers) I could not see rhut ho mo going there, but nevertheless, 

I stayed In bed and ml ted* A fav minutes vent by, then I hoard loaves 
of bread falling on the ground. I mi ted ten minutes. Then he eame on 
sneaking along. He had stuffed his shirt full.* At this Instant, I 
jumped out of bed and took' a hold of him. Then ha h<<d an iron which 
cabinet makers use end a bunch of keys on a loop and ring. I took these 
things away fron hits and then I took out what he had bundled in his shirt* 
They were things which came from the packages, tr»'sd, sausage, fat, 
cigarettes, — I put them on the table* And then I bored his ears s few 
tines and sent him to the block eldest# The block oldest said, "Lot us 
waks a report on him"* I didn't agree vdth him there though* I said, 
to the bloek eldest, "?e don't tart anything to do vlth reports* He said, 
■las we do** And I can srear to this court hero that if this Russian 
had been reported, he world have bran doad sure as hell# There wouldn't 
have been a chance for hlu boceusr that was the robber who had been robbing 
the lockers for a period of months, and *11 he pot out of it »us getting 
hie cere bored a far times and had to rtand up in front of a chair for 
a few days, early in the morning before we vent off to rork and in the 
evening after roll otll until ro vent to bsd. But again, it wasn’t I who 
mould order that) it ms up to the block eldest* After three days, a 
Yugoslav came to ne and said they had etolan his new slippers# He had 
slippers made of eamels hair* He had one of the higheet numbers In the 
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camp. as number At or 48. He told no they h*uJ stolen hie slippers in 
the dormitory. I went over to wing A anti told the block eldoet about it 
and he uiid, "limit can I do abeut it, I can’t get thow bock if they are 
rtolsn.* 1 told hin that al ter the roll oall, so fro-: thorn he coaid 
go to the clerk’s office and report this. It res durlnr the nlpht, be¬ 
tween Saturday and Sunday that tie shoes were stolen. The block eldest 
Cano do.'A in the turning and j-nve a»e a list of people. Hr had to tell 
ae about the personnel strength in his block, and then fay block •nan rho 
tsld ae about this incident of the shore reported at 9»^ o’clock in 
the forenoon, the shoes wars there. And now I ean say that the nan rho 
had stolen these shoes see the sane -tan she had robbed the lookers! it 
was a fatalan officer, 25 to 27 years old. He didn’t eren pet one bo* 
on tho aar b<«aurs of this theft. Instep of that, I told the block 
eldest he should U traneferred to another Meek, He' rae trsneferred and ' 
went over to block 8, And I could tell you about hundrods of such cases. 

A nd when the foed was given out, the Frenchman rho appeared against me 
and accused no of b ating them with a soup ladle and a rubber hose, — 
there tab not such a thing ao taking food stvny from anybody cl as. Food 
Was so such needed and thero tart bo mar.y men. flic people can© there to 
get their fcod, and one car af ter another r.ould cc*no over to the pot and 
take his food, kher the. fooc vac given out, the block eldest and the' 
block clerk tore tuere, The block dark rtoyori tilth me. The block eldest 
stood in t.ing A, with hir people. I would like scaeone to shew me,how 
I ever gave out food tith one liand and held a *etcl ladle and a rubber hose 
in another hand, and give out fcod. It all had to be given out between 
25 and 30 -alnutes. It is true t'iat a rubber hose was used during this 
time but it lafen't I rho used it. They were the people who were supposed 
to koep order i Afcefner, ifcrer, luBBienitr and Kubaok. I tab only put to 
giving out food because I had rerked in the kitchen two or three tines 
a d I ras able to do it most efficiently and most ouiokly. And I would 
think trios before I took a coup ladle and bent with it. Tho only tins 
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I gm\n out food at noon would be on Sunday* and we were always dreeeed 
on that occasion. I had a grey, blank and brown ellk shirt, blue 
trousers, and dressed like that I would give out the food) and now her* 

I was giving out thle Sunday food* The food on Sunday was pr e tty good, 

It would consist of noodles, potatoes, peas. Lock at It fron wy point 
of Tie*. I wouldn't beat anyone with the coup ladle beoeuee of the olothes, 
I would have dirtied uyeelf. Therefore. it 1* lnpoeslble T eould have 
■truck anyone with the coup ladle* It Is true I did give naigr people a 
■lap on the ear, and at the tiae when they were getting their fbod toe. 

There was always soaebody who had to be first. And you don't hav# to have 
Imagination to visualise how it nasi There were ItonefaMi, Belgians, 
Yugoslavs, Poles, Basel an* and Italians, altogether la groups af three and 
four hundred, and some times nor* than five hundred nan at one tins*

A 2 seme to the eanp poliee ths beginning of April. Xt 
was ths 2nd or 3rd of April, I aa not sura about the date* It 
often happened in the year 19M that all German el tisane had to 
fall in on the roll cell square. I wee never on the roll call 
squars and I never reported, not even the In at tine when I cane 
to the eanp poliee until the c«ar eldest Uhl cans to Block 3 
end earns and got ae and K^fner who appeared hsis as a witness, 

Q that happened to you then? 

A The next dey we went out to work again and they ease 
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•ad got ue la the factor/ la the guenyk »• eaa* to th# dark'# 
Offlw «nd w# taka* into th* eaap and given uniforna. Than 
after that for a fa* day* «a war* off to work vlth our ditalla and 
than they a a** and got ua aad earn* back to ea«p* and wa bad to go 
to tba block* peek all our things. aad gat raedy. ** oan* out 
into tba Sd barracks. 

Q So* long did you atay with the eaap polio** 

A OUtil I iaaohad hot log. 

Q Than what happeaadT 

A V* atay ad thar* fer a few daya aad war* tralaad in tba 
ue* of rifle*| loading rifle*. putting oa tba aofhty and da- 
aaf*ty<4siag than* Nobody told ua that wa would ba uaed in tba 
evacuation. Ccwaandent Kbegel told ua that tba raaaon wa want 
to the aaar polio* aaa that wa would ba placed out 25 kllenetera 
in front of Floaeaaburg. A eanp would ha araetad for ua thar* 
and wa would atay there until the Aaarleaae eon* aad than wa would 
do aa such daaaga to th* anany aa w* could. Scnebody aantionad tba 
faat that wa would saad identification paper* or paaaporta of son* ' 
kind* Ba aaidc *Tou don’t need than.* and ha aaidi* *Tta* life that 
you hat* bahlnd you haa been broken off and if thing* *cn* to th* 
wont you eon turn Into won welt**.* But nobody know that th* 
ooBp waa going to be evacuated or that wa *er* going to ba uaed 
by tba evacuation. 

Then w* laarehad aw ay. I don’t know the anat data of lt| 
th* 10th at Ifth or the 15th.

It was ercund f cr 5 o'clock -* I don't knee erectly say more — 
wo tout back to our blocks again. I wary thing hr<d town plundered 
out of it. to fired up our bods again and stayed there until the 
40 th of April and than the word vent around that the snap woe to 
bo evacuated uud wc here to be put into action to eecoamany the 
transport* Only one day were we allowed to go out* All the other 
days there hue a curfov.* We oould not leave the ocrap for the oanp 
police, that is, but at 9 or 10 o'clock in the night wo bed gone 
by the officer's club and cone through tho potato bins nad got out* 
Flosseaberg hod been away 2-1/2 hours and there were atony mise- 
lzgf on the day that we were supposed to evacuate. And then we met 
none S 5 men on the outside. Ihey said we hsd to go back to the 
camp inoedietely} toe caop would be evacuated* *e had to get back 
there* w# went baek into the o«nr to pack op onauaitlcn. Only 
the first cats got awounitlcm the lost 30 can did act get one 
single cartridge, the word went aroundi * 1 Bffck up so e aore from 
the others who have mote than you do. * Anybody who wanted to get 
it oould get it from others, end if you did not have any interest 
in it you did not have to get any. 

The next day in the night the evacuation started. The marsh- 
log order aas as followst block l. Block ?, Block 3 . We all eat 
around end drank wins baseuse we could buy vine in the officer's 
slub. You oould svsn buy s can full coat lining 10 litres and you 
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plfl could buy cigarettes a thousand at a time. Tou could m« paak 

your a kola knapseok full of thea, so on thia asms day wa bought 
all «a needed and drank our fill, Zn tbs afternoon around 1 or 0 
o'oloek they threw ua oat of tbs officers' club. than ws earn 
down to the roll aall square la front of tba 33 square there were 
a number of 99 people stand in* there. Hook 3 had already aero had 
away. A top sergeant waa a tending there. A firet sergeant. A 
aargaant, and we two eaap polite, I and one other earn? pellasnan, 
the oaa with whom Z bad drunk. *e went oat to the gats aad then 
the top aargaant aaidi **# 11 t fall in behind hioak 3 whleh le 
■arching. *e will only go eo eloae to than, however, no aa to 
be safe if the eoraasndnnt or it tba adjutant ocas a along aad 
abaeka ua. *e will say we are enrobing along with Uoak 3 . • 

It happened that wa would be 3, 4 or 7 kilometera away from 
the nereblqg block, and when they stopped to make a break wa would 
come up together within a diatanoa of aaveral hundred ureters aad 
we would not fall In behind than until they started off to much 
again, That la the way It want until Bo ting. In Doting the 
Americana name and everybody ease pad and everybody pa hand or 
foot ran off. That waa our ehaaee. *e eoeld not ggaapa any 
earlier. They threw it la ay fane earlier that X oould not se¬ 
es pe before, that*• why Z did not. Z really anphaalsad that we 
did not have any identification papers,-no means of identification 
at all and It was not poealble to oeeape until everybody waa es¬ 
caping. Z went with the acme people who were with me until 1 vac 
' an hour away from Streublng and that wag the firet time Z left 
these S3 people with the emq> police aad *e want into Straubiag.

2 vast thara because of ay house 
aad ay wife. % wife had alao bean in tha eoaeentratioa aaap aad 
ay ahildraa ware la aa laatitutloa* lha furniture had baaa eon- 
flaoatad aad tha apartaaot had baaa ranted* There aaa not anything 
left* Z made several applications to try to get a house and aoaa 
feraltara but I did not get anything* Z than want to tha Mariaan 
authorities aad tha officer soldi 'Usurer, you are nan enough to 
take oar* of yourself aad get yourself what you aaad in view of 
tha feat that you have all theae years behind you,* and that was . 
tha and of the story with ne thara. 

Then I want to tha office where you gat your houses* Z re¬ 
ported everything there* 2 got a house aad tha welfare aaaoeiation 
gave ac aces of tha furniture 1 needed* My wife arrived after 10 
days, than aa want and got tha ehildrea out of tha inatitutloa* 

Z was not home on the 6th of July* I cane hone at aeon aad 
«y wife told aa that 5 Polish Jaws had taken over s roan Just op¬ 
posite of us in the seas corridor* They ware foraar prisoners* 

Z have to aorrwot ay self hats -• it was oa tha 5 th of July* On 
tha 6th of July 1 west out again in tha aornlag sad sens hcae again 
at noon, and ay wife told aa that a few of tha. fexaer prisoner a 
had baaa basgiag around btr door* They wanted to have sows break¬ 
fast frets her* % *ifc said that wc had both juat gotten out of 
eo a e ent ratioa caupa and wa juat got our children out of tha in¬ 
stitution and that wa tould hardly asks out ourselves with ear

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ration inrks. They ainmned the door so haid thet ray wife 
thi'ugbt the windows would smash. V,hen I came hat at noon ray 
wife told aw about this and 1 saidi "leave them alone." 

In the afternoon at 1? o'clock they had me arrested and the 
pretense w a thut 1 waa supposed tc hi ve beaten £;, oi 30 prisonexs 
to death in cos day. Two of these 3 said they were from Euchten- 
wald ond the othexs l'ran Auaohwitz. 1 came into the 42111 tary 
Government at Steinbred in regensbur^. first the £ Iolaek Jews 
came in. They wexe interrogated and they hid to leave and then 
1 cane in. Then 1 vent out and the 2 cubic back in again and then 
they brought me in and confronted -nc with these two. ihe officer 
asked one of them what he hod personally seen with his own eyes 
and he could say it under oath, lie said that he had not been 
there in the cumpj he had been out in the work detail, ike other 
one aeid he had aeen me kick a few other people at timea in the 
rear, and another time he had seen me give- a prisoner a few boxes 
on the eex. The officer sent these two gentlemen away immediately. 
He said to mot "tourer, you can go home of oourae right away. *e 
don't dirty our fingers with such things." He soldi "Cane beck 
to me at 9 o'clook and write down the wny things went on at 
Jlosscnturg.* 

If Z had had a bad conscience that would have'been my chance 
to escape, but 1 w kb not oonsoicua of any guilt in the lenat. At 
9 o'clock Z erase to dternbred and wrote .until 1£ o'clock. At 1£ 
o'clock the officer had to go to lunch* He said 1 should finish 
ay work in the sftoxnoon. At £ o'clock 2 came back end Z con¬ 
tinued writing. 1 finished all ray writing by 300. Z gavt it 
to the offioex. he toe a look at it and he a ids *0.K. You 
can go." 1 went to ray sister's apartment and stayed there awhile 
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pld A and than I want back to my aDartment. TWo of these $ Poliah 

Jna ware standing there in front of the house door* I sent up 
to my apartment and conversed with ay wife. . It oould have bean 
5 or 10 minutes. I did not even take off ny clothes. The bell 
| rang. I vent out and these l relish Jews *ere standing in front 

of the door with ? MT's. They asked m vhether 1 «. s the man. 

I said yes. They told me I had to care along. I told them I 
had Just gotten back from the military Government from Stelnbred 
5 minutes before end they made me understand that did not make 
any dlffertnes, I had to go along anyway. Th< se people vent to 
another MT station — not the one to whloh I had gene on the 6 th 
of July but to a different one — and there they made our stats* 
ments still verse than thsy did on the 6 th of July. I was beaten 
up there* They placed me up again?.t the vail, they threatened me 
that they would shoot me. There was a tall civilian there, I 
don't know whether he wae ■ Ftole, a Russian or a Ireaehoan. He 
vented me to stand with any face against the wall for one hour and 
a half with my faee against the wall.

Then I vent sway and ended up in the police station in Hsgsns- 
burg until Monday. Monday I vent any to StwiuMng. It was on the 
11th. I stayed in Stxwublmg until the 13 th of July. Then I left 
there art vent to tfoosberg. *e arrived in tfoosberg Friday afternoon, 
the ljth. «e went into the new arrival barracks. I stayed theio 
until Monday morning. Then ve vent over to the reoertion barracks.

hoa Z got ahold of thaaa trouaora* and 2 aaid X only had one pair 
and that pair want to tha doga and Z get thia pair aa a gift from 
a eenrade in tha bunker.

It 
is my opinion that he saw the accused Hoinisch after be had mede his 
testimony here. This nan was a baggage earlier of Hoinisch who left 
the camp on the 17th of April. Then thero was another witness I 
eould hove had who wee marching with Clock 4 and can prove that he 
wen never in the area around Dlook 4 in the Starch and I was never 
seen there.

This reproach is partly in order and pertly 
not* It wao in block £ the witness xOuoftera here he 3 proven that 
everyone ranted to get into »ing I and not wing A, that people in 
r.’ing A had the- red triangles and no individual prisoner could novo 
around freely or sit at the stove like they could at Wing £. and 
tbay could not do any cooking in Mag A either like they did in 
King £• 2 divided the time up and said that the Geras ns oan cook 

until 9 o'clock and after that the foreigners* rhsre was one there, 
he was an Austrian, formerly be bau been a Ceraan. Be took ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunity and robbed to hue si an prisoners of war. 

He took tbeir breed out of their lockers. He eeldi 'Welle if a 
German ie etaxtlng to steal now we will have to do things differently, 
so he drove the Osmans into their beds and 1st the foreigners cook 
and take cej|e of their things. Svery day I would have all the 
windows blanket *nt with the express purpose of letting these people 
do their cooking and take oare of their private matters. Daily I 
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had trouble «ith the block sldfct Qruntaenn. It did not suit 
hi* either that I was doing tills and that io the way it want there 
with those people.

A February 28 ws were ordered to block 2 by order of 
Ccanon dint Koegel, all Germans. There several Germans were 
picked out as block eldest a or camp eldests to go to other out- 
camps. About aoventy prisoners rovuined, those that hudn't 
been picked out. Cn the 3rd of March, the 29 th of February or 
the 1st of Varch, the camp eldest told as that I would have to 
take over the Job of a camp capo because my predecessor, Uax 
Feuchtmsisr, nad bsen released Vi Arch 3.

thine to the officer* He asked rae >vow many prisoners had gone on 
the transport and how nnry dead i*ople I hod re on. At that time, I 
explained to him that the Gross Rosen transport had exceptionally many 
dead beoauee the dead In the Ut> s Rosen tra> sort we betreen COO 
to a thousand* Ue ask'd me hor tlist ha pened. I told him that ewer 
since Ifcvembsr of 19/Z, the prisoners had been taken from Uiblln to 
Auschvdti* From Ausehwite they were taken leek to Gross Rosen. The 
transrort from Auschrdt* to Groce Rosen took five woeks because the 
people rent on foot. In Janu ry 19/5, these people came to Gross &>sen.

I wan arreetod in 1923 and waa 
condemned before the People' e court In Munich In 1923 to a sen¬ 
tence of six years In the penitentiary on the chargee of plunder¬ 
ing* manslaughter, and creating an organisation* The People's 
Court decided that we weren't guilty of this because of wrong 
convictions* The People's Court treated ue as ordinary orimlnale 
and X got my penitentiary sentence.

o’clock in the morning, ie four ware confronted with there two prisort¬ 
ers.

All valuables 
and personal belongings of the soldierc vould have to be listed and 
this nice would hnvc to bo handed ov-r to the local police. I asked 
the lursomoietor, or mayor, of that village to take ohart.s, lut he 
co-..Id not do it and .^eut a representative along. . I returned to the 
spot end bonded the valuables, payers and personal belongings of the 
soldiers over to the furrier. Hciro tho prosecution witness, Vi man, 
stated that I hue shot it couth, hurt, u. untied prisoners. This state¬ 
ment, th'r tcrtJ.rony, ic not true, /Altogether there were only fire 
founded. I gf.ve orders to the. farrirr to take as*? this one wounded 
because he only had light injuries, laere were two prisoners lying 
at the spot of the incident who were severely injured, Those prisoners 
wort wounded so severely tint it was impossible to take thorn away. The 
fire from tho. weapon# aboard the plane 'iad torn open their stomachs. 

The intestines of the prisoners we ra lunging-out, nixed up with the 
clothing and the excrements were running all over the body. The only 
tiling I vwe able to say was that one prisoner still had a quivering 
in Ills face and ths other man still had a auiver.ng in his hand. 

Because there wue no doctor available and bocauoo of the area we had 
reached, no lielp oould be oxpootod, then the next time I took my pistol. 
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A pullina through of there prisoners was impossible. Whereupon, I 
fired one shot at each. Then I again joined the column. There were 
two more rounded prisoners with the column. I •'anted to hand those 
over to the birpooeistor In thr next village. The burgomeistar, 
as rell as the population, refuted to take them and directed me to 
the nert village because there ms a police station. I myself was 
behind the ooluran rdth these tro nrisoners, — 100 or 150 metre*. 

The wounds of these prisoners were that one of them had a shot through ' 
the shoulder and the other one, — hio arm had been shot off. That Is 

A 

to say, his arm - as still dangling there, I handed these two prisoners 
over to the police in the m>xt villare. They were bandaged there, 
according to regulations. About the 2lst, vro reached Tachau in the 
Sudetenland. Prom here, I triod to eont-ct Flossenburg. But I found 
out there, from the burgomei6ter, that during the couree of the day, 
Floesenburg had been evacuated one or tro days back. I then re-joined 
the transport. When I reached Albertsdorf, I found that the detail of 
Zwickau and Pkien had been quartered there. Sinoe it was only a small 
village, the detail of Zwickau marched on to the next village. After 
about half an hour, I drove over to the ne.\t village and communicated 
wlth(lltten^chVnd told him that Plossenbirg had. been evacuated. During 
the conversation, I told him that th?re was only one possibility and 
that wae to dissolve the trnnBp-rt. He said that he would deactivate 
but that no Jew, Pole or Russian would fall into the enemies' hands. 

We then talked about the march of the next day and said that we would 
meet each other at the cross road between those two village* and then 
: eturn to Albertsdorf. Durinp the evening, I thought about the conversa¬ 
tion I had had with(toen|c)i\and decided that I wo ld not meroh rlth 
^ienfchjany more as of this date. For that reason, I had my detail ' 
fall out one hour earlier than h«d been stated. X called the guard* 
together. I then made my plan known to then, the one I had forned the 
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evening parlor to that. X told than that I intended to deactivate tho 
detail within the next two daya. That I would lot go of the prisoner* 
in mall groups throughout the various forests* X therefore told the 
guards that it world be thereupon forbidden to firs at any prisoners 
who ssoapsd* X told them this tries, "I don't want anyone to fire upon 
prisoner tho escapes*" He marched then and I ay re If let go of the 
first three or four groups of prisoners* * Again, I drone ahead of tha 
detail to find our quarters for the next night* X gave orders to the 
ooIuro eldest to go ahead and release no re prisoners* X told hi a, 
ho newer, that ho wasn't go let ge of too nary at a tins so that tho 
prisoner* would not do ary damage to the faras in the vicinity, because 
there was the possibility for them to break in and to steal if they 
ranted to get along, so that if they rere in a small group, they could 
not be reeanded as easily. In the evening ef the same day, the detail 
leader of the detail of Zviokau arrived in the sane Tillage in which I 
r<as quart red for the nl^ht* That was April 22nd. He Just came rlth 
his guards* The only conversation I had with him ras the following! 

He said that I had done a bad thingj that the whole territory there was 
flooded with prisoners. % answer west "Perhaps it is better than 
you have done it"* The next day I carried out ay dsaotivntion of the 
detail and two or three more groups of prison ere were released. At 
about noon, I divided the remaining prisoners up into two halves* I 
told the gu rds to take these prisoners over to the forest and woods 
sadl have then sit down there and take e rest, end I told Mb and the*, 
that they were free people, but that no one ras to leave the forest 
before evening, because this whole territory had been occupied by the 
ena^* I nyaelf led the other guard and the raining prisoners Into 
another foreet, took then In the roods about two kilometres further 
down the road and released the* there* I aarehed 20 wore kilewstree 
V 
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th»i day with wy guards. Thera were four Oman prleoners, a Pel*, 
a BaaaiaB and a franohaaa still there. Z gaww a paper of release, 
a certificate of reloaso fro* tha oaap of Lengenfeld to tha Oaraans) 

I fare 20 marks to saoh on* and released tha* tha next aorning. Z 
want ahaad with tha guard* in tha direction of Elsenctein. I diwided 
tha group of guards up Into four groups and gars tha* aarohlng orders 
and told the* to try and get through any way they oould into fcawurla, 
in tha direction of Dwoha*. Upon the deactivation of tha 22nd, Z 
had sent 22 guards away, so that I had 28 guards left In Elsensteln.

The prisoners were taken into this 
barn end the driver returned to Lnnd&u to get gasoline. The 
next morning the driver rtur cd from Landau and we loaded 
uo and proceeded. 

* Then you use the word "driver", whom do you mean? 

A Alfred Send el. Fahrnbeuer had *r«»de quarters past 
Fggenfelden in a small village with the name of St. Sebastian. 
The prisoners were unloaded here and later on the transport 
of the prisoners arrived there too. In this house we steyed 

over night. The next day I moved about one Kilometer 
(Outh-Direct) 55^ 
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further down to a farmer*s house where I lived from then 
on. I was not together with Fahrnbauer then. I stayed 
with this far er for several days until we drove on.

In this activity 
I saw Kelllng every day repeatedly and I never oould 
determine that Kelllng had over acted in a discrimin¬ 
atory nature towards any prisoners or acted badly in 
any way. On the contrary I was able to determine that 
Kelllng would support them, give them things In his 
quarters or through the windows when he made his of¬ 
ficial rounds. First I thought that he was doing that 
like most of the SS men did It. He would pick out some 
certain Individuals in order to favor them so that he 
would acquire certain protection for himself. But I 
found out differently. I found out that he would give 
bread and whatever he could not only to Germans who had

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important positions, but to Hussions, Holts, or people 
of other natlonalltlos, and beside that, next to this 
department,6 there was a so called museum* In this 
museum there were various papers, official documents 
kept, and among other things the records of the leader

PROSECUTION* I do not deny that, may it 
please the court, but 1 believe it is a rather peouliar 
time at this particular stage of the proceedings when 
this witness has been put on the stand on behalf of the 
accused. 

PRESIDENTi The court will take e ahort recess 
and during that time I wish the reporter would check the 
testimony of this particular witness to see definitely 
if Skierka, Schubert, or Mohr were mentioned, particu¬ 
larly Skierka during the testimony of this particular 
witness this morning.

He hid s bicycle given to him by his 
relatives, by the people in his house, and then he drove on with his 
bicyole down by the reilroed station. 1 met a 1st Spt. of the SS,

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A V.hsn the prison^ rs wont on the road on a march two 
guards would be ahead of the prisoners, several guards, depend¬ 
ing on the number of prisoners, in the rear and on both sides. 
Guards would accompany tho prisoners at a distance of about ten 
asters' 

Q So that there would be a guard approximately every ten 
meters where there were prisoners, is that correct?

A No. 

Q How do you know there were none? 

A Whan I said I didn't know of any I don't know of any* 

Q How many people were shot by S3 non in 1942?

Q Please describe to the court your professional career. 

A 1 attended elementary school from 1920 to 1928. From 1928 
to 1932 1 served ay apprenticeship as a carpenter. 

Q Did you make your journeyman's examination? 

A Tes, I passed ay journeyman's examination toward the 
end of torch, 1932. 

Q Did you then practice your occupation as a carpenter? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 

A Because at that tius in 1932 there was a big unemployment 
and 1 didn't >ant to be unemployed. 

Q What did you do then? 

A So I volunteered for the 100,000 man Army and wae in 
the Beiehemehr. 

Q Wore you taken into the ranks of ths Army? 

A Tss, 1 was. 1 was drafted into the 1st cosipeny of ths 
7th Infantry Regi/eent In Gppeln on the 1st of April, 1932. 

Q How long did you stay with the 100,000 man Army?

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A 1 signed up for twelve years an the let of April, 1932* 
but I v/as discharged before that, before the twelve years were 
over, on the 28th of August, 1935* 

Q What was the reason for your dLscharge? 

A Because I couldn't fulfill the requirements at that 
tine, I wasn't in a physical oondition to comply with their re- 
quests and to do what they asked ao to do. 

0 What did you do after you were discharged from the 
100,000 man Army? 

- A I didn't have any opportunity to practice ay profession, 
that is, to work as a carpenter, and therefore I was performing 
various Jobs. I was working as a laborer at a construction place. 

Q Tbre you a party member at that time? 

A No. 

Q Did you join the **rty later? 

A No. 

Q tfere you with the S3 at that time? 

A In 1936 1 was told by the labor Office that there would bo 
a chance to be a soldier again as soon as the Waffen S3 enlarged 
some place. 

Q Did you then join the SS? 

A Tes.

Q What wsb the reason for that? 

A I signed up as a professional soldier due to the fact

that the years of service with the regular 100,000 man Army were

Q Did you then Join the S3? 

(Pawlicsek-direot) 
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A Yes, I wau drafted to the Vaffen SS on the let of 
April, 1936. 

C Please give us a brief description of your position 
and duty with the S3 up to January, 1942. 

A I was drifted into the ranks of the Death Head Battalion 
x-rettin-Torgau on the Jibe ’diver on the 1st of April, 1936* 

Q What were your duties there? 

A I was doing the sax® duties as I did .4th the 100,000 
man Army. It was a regular military outfit. For oight to ten 
weoks our battalion had to furnish guards in the concentration 
camp Liechtenburg. 

PRESIDENT* Doctor V,acker, the court desires to clarify 
one point. The vdtness has testified that he volunteered for the 
Vaffen SS and at the ear® time he testified he was drafted. 

irCTCH "-ACKiilh I do not want to make any statement pub¬ 
licly.

ACCUSED l A .IICZEK: Of course at that time v/hen I didn't 
get a Job in my civilian occupation, in jay profession, I volunteered 
for the SS in Gleiwitz. 

PRESIDENT: So 1 am correct in understanding that you 
volunteered and thereupon you received your draft orders?

Q Where were you sent after you left Gleiwitz? 

A In 1937 the concentration caiqp Liechtenburg was deactivated. 
I'd like to correct myself at thio point. It vasn't entirely de-

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activated, it was converted into a wouen'e oajf». 

Q Where were you sent then? 

A In 1937*I could no longer remuber the exact date, it 
oould hove been in the latter part of the year, the entire halt 
wee transferred to Buchenwald. 

Q How long did you etay in Buchenwald? 

A Until the and of 1940. 

Q There were you then sent? 

A Since I had a slight hernia and so couldn't perfonw my 
duties with the coopany any aore, I was transferred to headquarters, 
concentration C&np of Floeeonburg. 

Q How long did you stay in Floesenhurg? 

A I remained in Plossenburg until October 3# 1942, but I'd 
like to mention here that liter Seg&eabcr 21, 1942, X didn't perfom 
any duties whatsoever at Ploaaehber^ 

Q Hr. Patdicaek, we vd.ll talk about Plossenburg sons tine 
later. How X am asking you where you were aent on October 3* 1942? 

A On October 3, 1942, 1 was transferred to the front to a 
division, Frins mgens. 

C Did you then participate in the various campaigns? 

A I participated in the campaign in the Balkans dtk the 
division Prlne Fugone tvom 1942 on until shortly before the- cap¬ 
itulation. 

Q Were you in the Balkans all the tine? 

A X again fell ill and in 1944 I came back frcn the line 
unit. Ho, I node a nlstake, X didn't exactly cone book, but on 
the basis of ay illness X wae transferred to the repiaeenerit unit, 
to battalion Ho. 7.

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where? 1 

A Tho 7th itoplacoiwnt Battalion vns atationod in Gradischka, 
in It fly.

Q Ilease toll us something about the capitulation and 
about your discharge from the armed forces. 

« Cn the 1st of April, 1945, I went to Germany from Italy 
in order to participate in tho before-mentioned instruction course. 
After I had arrived In Germany and had reported to the combatant 
office in order to participate in this instruction course, and was 
given the answer that the instruction course vould no longer take 
^ place due to the fact that tho Americans were already in Germany, 

j I was sent to the Division Nieberlungn from Lhie office because I

I even showed the Americans ay discharge osrtifioate 
from the SS and I didn't keep it a secret that 1 was an 3S man. 

I showed ttem ay pay book, too. 1 was afraid, that's right, be¬ 
cause the aany seals and stamps of a concentration oasqp. I 
mean to say b, that due to the fact that I served in a concen¬ 
tration c&uf> for one and a half years there were several marks 
and entries made in ny pey book. The Americans looked at ny paper*

ACCUSED PAWLICZEKi May it please the court, X'd ilka to 
sake a statemot that la vai 7 Important. 

PRESIDENTi What tha oourt wants to know, Doctor Hacker, 

(PaULiesak-dlraet) 
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is when he was taken into custody. If ho wants to make a statement 
later he will be given the opportunity to do so. But ws must get 
down to tha material issues of the case. 

QUBSTI0N3 BY DOCTOR VACKRRt 

Q After you had been released by the Americans cm the 8th 
of May, when were you actually arrested? 

A In the morning of the 8th of May I left Oberondorf and 
in the evening of the ease day I was stopped by the military police 
on the road. I showed them ay pace, my permission ifeich I had re¬ 
ceived from the Americans in Oberondorf* They told mm, "Well, 
that doesn't count* You have to go back over to the eontrol center*" 
That was in Tittmoningen. That was a temporary prisoner of war 
camp* There we were examined by the military police* We had to 
take our clothes off and of course they were looking for the S3, 
that is, they released the members of the armed forces but kept 
the S3* Of course I don't mean to say we had to take all our . 
clothes off, but we had to free our upper part of the body and 
they were looking for the tatooa* 

PRESIDENTi Just one attemnt* Let's avoid a let of these 
details and get down to the material issues. The court is still 
in a quandary as to when he was taken into custody* 

QUESTIONS BY DOCTOR WACKERi 

Q Pawlicsek, were you kept there, taken under arrest, or 
were you released? 

A I showed them my pass that I had been duly discharged 
from the S3 and that I had a pass to go home, but they didn't let 
me go home. They sent me to work for a fanner for six weeks* 

(Pawlicsek-direet) 
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Q Please Pawlicaek, try to ana war ay questions very brief¬ 
ly. Did you than work for that farmer? 

A Yea, I was working for that farmer for six weeks* 
because I was told by the military government to report again after 
six weeks. 

Q Did you report then? 

A Yes, 1 reported because I had been told that after alx 
weeks 1 would be released permanently. 

Q Were you .then arrested or released? 

A Well, you oouldn*t exactly say I was arrested. After 
all, 1 reported voluntarily, but of oourae 1 was disappointed 
again. It was the same old story* They kept the S3 and told us 
we had to go to Dachau and we were being released in Dachau. 

Q Did you than go to Dachau? 

A Yes, on the 10th or 12th of July, 1945, I was ssnt to 
a prisoner of war cajqp in Oerting. 

Q Have you bean in custody ever sines? 

A Tee, but 1 stayed in Oerting for firs days only because 
we were told we had to go to Dachau in order to be released. I'd 
like to mention further at this time that all my papers had been 
taken away from me in Oerting by an American, ay pay book and ny 
discharge certificate, 

Q Wars you then sent to Dachau? 

A Yes, on the 18th of July, 1945, the *iole oa*p was trans- 
portad to Dachau. 

Q Have you been in Dachau ever ainoe? 

A Yes. 

( Pawiiessk-dl reetf) 
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3 So the question of release wasn't taken.into considera¬ 
tion any more? 

A Tell, I was supposed to be released here at D&cn&u. 

Doctor, there is another 3tatei»nt I'd like to makal On the third 
day after my arrival here in Dachau, a prisoner commission consist¬ 
ing of about 500 former concentration camp prisoners, arrived in 
Da chan and everybody from Camp Dachau had to inarch by the pris¬ 
oners individually with intervals of about ten meters. 

'1 T.’sre you ever classified at that time? 

A Several of them picked out three or four hundred men. I 
was recognised by the men but they didn't do anything to ms, they 
didn't harm me and they didn't report ms to the Acer!cans. After 
the screening wo were supposed to be released, but then the word 
went around that everybody who had served in a concentration camp 
had to go to a special camp. They ascertained our personal data 
there and everybody had to toll them how long he served in the 
concentration camp, and so I am still under arrest today. And 
of course there were several capo3 in the special camp and today 
I know vhy I was denounced by thorn. Because the prosecution prom¬ 
ised them they would be released if they denounced me. 

FRESIDCHT: Fawliczek, answer the question of your de¬ 
fense counsol. At a later period if you wish to make a statement 
the court will give you an opportunity.

Q Do you know Paul Teener!

at all, In any day In 1942! 

A When I had thin detail, he was newer there with the unloading 
detail* I didn't know hin at all in Floseentarg, 

0, bid you glre thin Neuaaler an order to beat Paul TOjrner as 
Turner bare testified! 

A Thin testimony is completely false and Just as Mg a lie aa the 
other one* 
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,< Tcjjfaer Bald that you reported **eu»eier beoauee he refused 
■lo beat this Pole, as you ordered, and as a result Netuader got 2$ 
blows with a stick* What do you have to say about that? 

A I never reported anyone. I am glad 1 still have time to oall 
..aumaler here as a witness for me* 

Q Please answer the cueetion directly. Did you ever report

1 Did Batel Iteumeier ever get 25 blows »lth a stick? 

A As far as I am concerned, he never got any blows with a stiok 
from me or because of me* 

Q And oould he get 25 blows with u stick in retard to this incident 
if ttiare had been no report? 

A If I had nado a report, hm would Iiave got 25 blows with a stiok , 
for it without any more to do about it, but no tuoh incident ever took 
plaoe at the railroad station. 

Q Do you have anything else to say aTwut this incident, supposed 
(to have taken plaoe at the railroad stution, or with regard to the testi¬ 
mony ,of ftfrmer? 

A Turner maintains this incident took plaoe in Ootober 1942. 

Q '.'hen did you loavo Flossonburg? 

A I left riossonbuxg on the 3rd of October 1942.

A Oa the 21st of September 1942, I got leave, replacement leave 
because I was going to be sent into aot.ion, and from that day I never 
hadj any duties in Floseenburg.

Q Did you ever take part in such executions by musketry before 


A I didn’t take part then either. EJsuont maintains I took 
part in these executions by musketry in the spring of 1942, bnt X

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Flossanburg at all,

Q Where vara you at that time? 

A I wbb in a hoapital in Berlin, Llcherfelde Want*

Q r-hen did you leave nossenburg? 

4 lou naan to go to tha front? 

Q Ho, with this sioknass. 

A I cannot reaeaber quite exactly. I spent Christmas of 1941 
in flossanhurg. 

Q And whan did you leave than? 

A It was just before the Raw Tear, It was the 26th or 29th of 
December, Just before the'next year, in 1941* 

Q Where did you go? 

A I went to the SS Hospital, Berlin IAehterfelde West, Bbter den 
Eichen Street, Bo. 2* 

Q How long did you stay? 

A I stayed in Berlin until the end of April or the beginning of 

Q then you were released froa Berlin, did you return to Flosaentarg? 

A Tea. 

Q What was your state of health then?. 

A I was in Tory good shape actually and I recognised that I 
would be oonaidered oapeble of going to the front.' 

Q Did your lllnesa have any influence with regard to the duties 
you had to perforn in Flossentarg? 

A I can't say that, no. I had an argument with the lieutenant 
of the SS at that time, Schoemar is his name, first name Budi. I would 

(Pawliosek-Direot) 
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not like to explain this argument in detail beoauso I would have to 
drag my family into it and I don't like to do that, hit If the oourt 
asks me to do, I will certainly do so, 

Q After you came back from the hospital in Berlin, did you 
take up the Dane duties as you described here before the court? 

A lea. The doctor in Berlin cent a document along which ex¬ 
plained therein that I should be released of the former duty and that 

I should reoeive a lighter duty in Floeeenhirg. 

Q Bow would that duty as a member of an execution squad, — 

how would that.be coneidored? As a light duty or a heavy duty? 

A I believe that would badly affect anyone's nerves, especially 
when already Involved in a nerve illness as I was* 

Q Do you know of anyone being shot to death in the year 1942, 
or anything about this? 

A I am speaking about executions through musketry* Bone that 
I know of took place. There are othor cases of shooting to death which 
took plaoe, but they are not official executions* 

Q 'ihen you say that other people were shot to death, tut not 
through official exooution squads, whom are you talking about? 

A I neon, for instance, vixen a prisoner would appear to esoape 
and be shot to death trying to escape. 

Q In the yoor of 1942, did other executions take place, not 
considering those which wero executed by musketry? 

A Tec; unfortunately I must also touch upon this point. 

Q Did you ever tako part in any such executions? 

A No* 

Q Where did these executions take place? 

A They were executions by moans of injections. 

Q Did you have unything to do vith these executions at all? 

A Nb. 

Q Did you have anyt ing to do with this charge against you whioh 
the witness EJsmont made that you took part in these executions through 
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msketry of Poles? j 

A FJsnont tiQintaint he ec... me joing to*.Ards toe crematory 
r.dth 40 Poles. He maintains I gave Idri 96 blov.s with & stick. 

0 PcvHcreJy Ur r,ill touch upon that lexer. 1 am just 
aeldnp yon r’irther you h:-.vo anything further to suaie regarding 
whether ;ov took pext in those executions of Poles ly musketry.

Q Did you hoar ViO tcatinouy of the titnes© novlnteki who said 
theeo executions took plc.ee under the cinu’^e of Auneior? 


Do yon *.xo v.'hea Auaeier v.ae in Flojesnburg? 


A Auraicr (’icin’t have a:.y jx>re duties from Chribtaas 1941. I 
wasn't in Floseenhoig ary i-iore at that tiae. I vas already in Berlin 
but hoard my comrades talk who said that AiMoior left 5 January 1942. 

Q Paiitczok, I .oat to remind you once again of the witness 
F.J snout who raid you badly treated the prlConors and that you bout them* 
Do you still remember this tcstlaoiy i 


Q First of all* I ivant to uuc, did you i.now of Jijeront himself? 
A t UHvcr knot. Eja^ont at all. 

Q Among other tilings, Ijsr.o.it testified you gavo hi* 96 blows 
’ with a stick? 

A TUut ic what ho mid, yes. 

Q Did any ouch incident over late place? 

A Mo. It io ny opinion Hint if 1 ovoi’ hud given him 96 blows 

with the stick, with the stick .;e tliick as tho log of a cliair, as he 
maintains, thou he world hn.vc died of it. He would have had had some 
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permanent injury; but he never mentioned any injury in front of the 
court here. 

Q Did you ever find out about the prisoner being beaten with 
the leg of a chair, or stick, who had blows up to 96 blows? 

A I could like to eee any prisoner who was ever beaten with 
the leg of a chair and who counted the blows himself, all 96 of thee, 
and if that ha pened, I would like to knov whether he remembers them 
in all detail, after it all happened. 

Q Did you ever beat Ejsmont after the first of January 1942 
at all? I have to mention that because Ejsmont said this incident with 
the 96 biers took place before that date. 

A Doctor, Ejsmont maintains these incidents took place shortly 
after his arrival in 1941. 

Q That is why I am asking you whether you ever hit Ejsmont at 
all, any time aftor the lot of January 19421 

A Mo. I don*t know Ejsmont at all. 

Q Did you beat other prisoners? 

A Tee, that happened. 

Q Khat reason did you have for there beatinge like that? 

A For instance, when I would go into camp and the eldest would 

say that such and such a prisoner hae had some of his things stolen, 
such as bread, then, n it is my idea, opinion, you have to take steps"* 

Q ’’by didn’t you report a case of this nature to the headquarters! 

A Well, I must say we rere different kind of people than the 
people were who had charge of us. Vn would rather hush up the matter 
and settle our differences among ourselves, even if ww had to give a few 
luxes on the ears, bocaure if we had reported these things to the head* 

I ouarterc, then I believe at least 50 prisoners would have been hung a day*

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Q Ker« you allowed to beat prisoners according to the rules? 

A No. 

Q <*at kind of regulation did you have in this regard? 

A The leader of the protective custody department would give 
us instructions eveiy evening after roll call. 

Q Who was this loader of the protective custody department during 
the period from the 1st of January 1942 until October 1942? 

A Captain Fritsch, and for a period of time, 2nd lieutenant 
Schoerner. 

Q Float*) describe to the court what instructions that you go^n 
those occasions. 

A I cannot give any more these instructions literallyj but I can 
give the court a good idea about them. It r ji like tidal He said, "Boys 
you know if you f-uys brought in a prisoner and harmed them in any way, 

I cannot save you from the consequences and I will have to report you to 
the highest headquarters, that is, Berlin. You should not harm a prison¬ 
er} you should not touch a prisoner in any Tay, and I am giving you an 
order to report over any misdemeanor, but don't mistreat the prisoner." 

Q Fawlicsek, I must remind you on what yob. yourself said, that 
although you were ordered not to beat, still beatings took place. There 
were orders not to beat and yet people were still beaten. 

A I believed that measures had to be taken on your own initiative 
in such circumstances as existed in Flossenburg at that time, and we 
block leaders had to take some measures on our orn in order to maintain 
peace and quiet in the camp. 

Q Would it not have been possible to keep order in the camp by- 
doing it according to r gulations, thut is, by oaap reports? 

A Yes, that was also possible. 

Q KhJk wasn't that*done? Vby were people nevertheless beaten? 

A Because it was clear to us that we could accomplish the same 
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thing with other poans. 

0 by did you consider b'atl.nys Q ' rttor means of keoping order 
than making reports? 

A As I already explained, if n prisoner committed a misdemeanor 
and re had reported it. to the heat 1 quarters, he would have hud at least 
gotten 2$ blcs.B or else suffered *e*ke of confinement in the tanker, or 
probably if the offense vaf repeated, ended at tho gallows.

A Xou seen including the Russians? 

Q Forget the Russians) that was a compartment all by itself* 

A It wasn't exactly a division by itself} it still took orders 
from the leader of the protective custody, but as a rule when they spoke 
of the aain camp, they did include it* 

Q How many prisoners were in Floeeenburg at the tine you were there? 

A Around 5,000. 

Q How aany of these were Germans? 

A Including the Rug sian prisoners of war, all in all, about l/3 
were Germans. 

Q What was the percentage of Germans in your block? 

A Not only in my blocks but all the blocks the majority of 
prisoners was German. 

Q As a rule what did most of these prisoners consist ofI That is 
to say, that did moct of them wear, a red triangle or a green triangle? 

A I don't understand your question, doctor. 

Q What did most of these prisoners consist of? 

A You mean their nationality? 

Q Ho, I mean the reason for their arrest. 

A That is more than I know. 

Q Please explain to the court what kind of prisoners you had in 
your block? 

A I don't know what you mean by that, doctor. 

Q 1 want to make it dear to the court what reason you had for 

maintaining that it is better to beat a prisoner than it is to report him. 

Q As I already mentioned, if we carried out the orders given to 
ue many more prisoners would have died than already died, and that is 
dear. W* even called meetings, the block leaders, the capos and the 
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block cldosts and would eay to each other, "It is wall for us to 
keep order or Uce and filth will attack us, but wo will do it ty 
other means than reports"* 

Q Did the prisoners know that the leadership of the oamp 
had forbidden the leaders and oa os to boat anyone? 

A I assume that thoy knew itj I knew it fjyoelf* 

Q Did the prisonors know they had a right to make a complaint 
if they were beaten? 

A Too, they knew that. 

Q Did they make a complaint after they were beaten? 

A Such oases often took place, hit aftnr a prisoner was beaten 
he would rather keep quiet because he knew and realized things would 
take place if we made a report about it* 

Q How many times did you beat prisoners in that period of time 
in 1942 then you had duty? 

A Doctor, you sure sk a lot of rae.

Q '*hat reasons, wh t incentives did you have to beat people like 
that? Please give the oeurt any reasons you had for it. 

A The necessity for not re orting people who stole from their 


Q How many cases of that type ore included In th se 40 to 5° 


Such cases often took place. 

Please estimate the number of these oases of theft. 


Theft cases took place every day. 
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Q I moan how many cases of theft are included under these 40 
to 50 incidents? 

A That would probably be tho majority of these eases* 

Q 'Wh t other reasons did you have to beat anyone? 

A People who tried to avoid their York, people who didn't report 
to their placo of work but hid in order to scrounge up something for then- 
selves* And J. believe if I hod reported incidents of that nature, they 
would not have been locked up because of it, but hung. 

Q How did you beat the prisoners, in what manner? 

A With tho hard, 

Q You never used any kind of object? 

PROSECUTION* I object to counsel leading the witness* 

PRESIDENT* Objection sustained. Dr. Packer you will have 

to avoid that* 

DR. rACKERs I withdraw the question. 

Q In what manner did you boat the prisoners with your hand? 

A With nqr open hand I beat them, 

Q Please give the court more the details of how you beat the 

prisoners so that the court can find out v.lth what force you beat then? 

A Ton can't demonstrate it like that. I need someone to use 
here as a model* If I would haul and pretend I was going to hit someone* 
you oan't describe it like that. 

Q What were the consequences of those blows? 

A What do you mean oonrequences? There weren't any consequences* 
The most he ever would do would be to cry. He would cry, of course* He 
was afraid, of course. And it often happened before I drew back to hit, 
he would fall down on the ground, that is, before 117 hand hit him at all* 

Q What do you mean? 

A I meant they wanted to keep out of it like that. 

Q Did prisoners who wero beaten like that ever have any impair¬ 

ment of their health because of it? 

A No. I believe if prisoners had iapalraente of health beoause 
(Pawlio zek-Direot) $7** 
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I had beaten them, then I believe I iculd have worn the uniform 
for the longeet time* 

Q Do you have anything else to mention to the court with 
regard to these beatings? 

A All I can Bay here le that if anyone says a prisoner was 
beaten In Flossenburg so badly he died because of it, that is a lie. 
That is, nobody was beaten that badly when I ms there and I cer¬ 
tainly hove no reason to protect the block leaders, the capos or 
block eldests when I say that. There was no way out of it*. If I 
rent out with 50 prisoners and came back with 49, then they would 
immediately ask me "T.here is the one missing". Then I would have to 
give a reason why he was absent. And if I would have to carry him 
back and he was still alive, they would say, "i’hat happened to him?", 
and you can then imagine what would have happened to ms, 

Q Did the people who ran the camp know that the capos and blook 
leaders aoted like they did? That is to say, that they did not carry 
out these strict orders to report anyone rho committed a misdemeanor? 

A They didn't know about it. The camp leadership ranted us 
to make reports and if they found we were not making the reports they 
would naturally have punished us for it. And in order to stop these 
misdemeanors we had to do something and v.e chose to do it on our own 
way. 

Q Do you have anything else to say in regard to the testimony 
of Ejsmont? 

A Ejsmont testified that, -4 he claims he saw me beat prisoners 

(Pawllcsek-Direct) 
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badly but he also says in that connection I was working in the etone 
quarry. How eo’ila he say I boat priConors there every day. ^ 

Q Do you have anythin* else to say? 

A It is a collets fabrication of falsehood. I have aomething 
elee to say. I can say this witness Fjsmont knov-a me abort as little 
as I know him. 

Q Was he in your block? 

A According to hie testimony lie lived in block 11, and only 
Russian prisoners of war lived in 11. There war nover any Poles in 
block 11. 

Q Can you give ub any olue as to rhat block FJsnont was referring 

to Then he said 11. Do you think he said 11, ae on the chart, or do you 

think he said 11 referring to rhon the markings were different?

MCKAY< Let the record indicate that Pen* has retained 
to the dock, 

(Ttltnesa continuing to answer.) 

A Since I did want to work, I picked up ay professional earner 
of soldier so that I would not be a sponge on soolety. 

Q After you voluntarily Joined the death bead** unit of the 38 
in 1936, you went to Buchemrald for training as a concentration eanp 
employee, did you net? 

A Hot directly as a guard in the concentration eanp. 

Q As an esployee? 

A Met an employee} as I said, we were soldiers. 

Q You were a foreaan in the office of the coonandant in 

Buohenwald, were you not? 

A In the office I never did any clerical work at all. 

Q Were you ever a foreaan in the office of Buehenwnld? 

A Ae I already explained to you, during my whole 12 years career 

as a soldier, I never did any clerieal work at all. * 

Q What work did you do as foreaan in ths concentration eanp 
of Boehenwald? 

MR. MCIAll The question is objected to as calling for 
information immaterial to any of the issues in this ease. 

PROSECUTION! He has testified about going to Boehenwald and 

(PawUesek-Crosn) 
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I have a perfect right to find out the past history of this* 

If he has gone baok to 1935 I certainly have a right to find 
out my aide of it. 

PRESIDENTi Objection overruled. The reporter will

What the 
oourt wants you to do, Mr. Yalta, is to verify that partleular 
translation, not by asking this partioular witness at the 
presnnt time, because he was forewarned. Is there any question 
in your mind as to the aeeuraoy of that translation? 

INTERPRETER! That is the only way I can understand it. 

DR. WACIERt I'd like to explain something else. If we had 
an interpreter here whose mother language was German, then'the 
situation would be elear as day. I believe that German is the 
mother tongue of the other interpreter.

Q You stated a moment ago that killing was putting it a little 
too strong.

HR. MC KAYi That's objected to as being improper in fora 
for the reason it is an attempt to argue faots whioh have now 
been exoluded from your question by the last objeetion I have 


PROSFCHTIONt I stand on the record, may it please the eourt, 
there is nothing been excluded at all.

Q You were eomifander leader of that detail, were you not? 

A Tea, but we dldn*t know the priaonera on the loading detail 
at all. 

Q Were you net in oharge of that detail! 

A Tea, of oourae. 

Q Didn't you auperviae their work? 

A Tea, of oourae. 

Q And you aaw that detail every day, did you notf

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A Only one pert of the loading detail’did loading work end 
they loaded up atones whioh arrived from the stone quarry whloh had 
been prepared. 1 

Q And you, in?supervising their work, would punish oertain 
prisoners by making them oarry stones that were far too large for 
them, did you notf 

A Nobody ever olaimed that up to the present moment and I 
never did that either. Nobody was every punished on the loading 
station. The people who were pioked for that work datail were people 
who were glad to get out of the damp and went voluntarily. 

Q All of theso details were those whioh were used to reward 
prisoners who worked on them, is that correct? 

A Not to reward them but they were glad to«get’Oht of the oaap. 

Q What were some of the details the prisoners didn't like to 
be on, Pawdicsekf 

A I said that wrong again. You can't say they were glad to go 
there but you onn Imagine that prisoners in the oamp were glad to 
see a little freedom again.

They were brought up by truoks direotly in front of the railroad 
oars and the loading detail had only to put them on these oarriere 
and load them into the traina.

Q What did it do?

A The guard would assume that the prisoner was trying to asoape 
because prisoners were supposed to stay at their plaoe of work.

The prisoners knew tnat as well an the guards, tliat a guard 
had a right to shoot at any prisoner attempting to eeoape.
